The Shadow of the Black Cap 
Rests upon One of the 
Butchers. 


Conclusion at Dublin Yesterday of 
the Trial of Joseph 
Brady. 


Counsel for the Defense Declaim the 
Baseness of Carey, the. In- 
former. 


the Judge Charges Against Brady—The 
Jury Say Guilty After Forty 
Minutes. 


Sentence of Death, May 14 Next, at Once 
Passed—Anger of the Dublin 
Publie. 


Dustin, April 13.—The trial of Joe Brady 
was concluded today. 

The defense called a clerk named Kennedy, 
who swore that he spoke to Brady, who was 
accompanied by a girl, on Dominick street, 
between 5 and 7 o’clock, on the evening of 
May 6. He recognized Annie Meagher, who 
testified Wednesday that she was with Brady 
that evening, as the girl. The witness said 
also that he met Brady the following day, and 
that the latter declared thatthe murders 
would ruin the cause of Ireland. 

Upon the eonclusion of Kennedy’s testi- 
mony the defense announced that they would 
call no other witness. 

SPEECHES OF THE COUNSEL. 

Dr. Webb, Q. C., leading counsel for the 
prisoner, said he begged to submit a respect- 
ful protest against any evidence being 
allowed in this case which would bear upon 
the existence of a conspiracy prior to May 3, 
even though evidence were excluded by that 
means which would throw light on the plot 
existing before that date to murder Burke. 
The only exception to this principle would 
be that evidence which concerned the words 
and acts of the prisoner might, with pro- 
priety, and according to the rules of evidence, 
be admitted. In support of his positien, Dr. 
Webb cited various authorities, running from 
the time of Edward L, down to the present. 
He said: “The prisoners were first ar- 
raigned before this tribunal on a charge of 
eonspiracy. This was followed up by the 
more serious charge of murder. I contend 
that such a combination of charges is un- 
precedented in the history of criminal 
cases. ”’ 

The court reminded Dr. Webb that the 
present indictment was not conspiracy and 
murder, but a single indictment of murder. 

Dr. Webb (continuimg:)—Indictment for 
conspiracy to murder, your Honor, may 
only be based upon evidence going to shuw 
there was a design to murder some definite 
person. The law regulating the evidence of 
aiders and abetters in cases of conspiracy 
could not be made to apply in the present 
case. 

Sullivan, for the defense, in his argument, 
supported these views. 

Porter, for the prosecution, replied that 
the evidence given by Kavanagh yesterday 
against Brady was only of a kind which re- 
lated to his own domgs prior to the murder, 
In fact, itsimply Showed that Kavanagh re- 
ceived his instructions as to driving and 
waiting from Brady. 

ADAMS. 

Adams., for the defense, declared that the 
change in Kavanagh’s evidence yesterday— 
his sudden discovery that it was Smith, and 
not Delaney, whoin he drove to the scene of 
the murder with Carey,was, as any one could 
clearly see, a story concocted between him 
(Kavanagh) and Carey. There were other 
discrepancies between the evidence given by 
the informers and that of other witnesses by 
whom the Crown sought to back up their 
perjuries. With one solitary exception, no 


| witness for the Crown had ever set eyes on 
Brady before the 6th of May; yet they now 


claimed with one accord that they were able 
to recognize him as a man whom they saw 
in Phenix Park that day. If the jury be- 
lieved these witnesses to be mistaken then 
the case rested solely on the sus 
picious evidence given by the in- 
formers. ‘The doubtful character and unre- 
liability of their evidence were too 
clear be commented on. If the jury would 
set the evidence of the innocent girl 
Meagher against that of the infamous 
Carey, the liar and hypocrite—yes, the Har 
and hypocrite, and the murdéfer, too, by 
profession as well as practice—they would 
undoubtedly declare in accord ‘with the 
facts, probabilities, and evidence that Brady 
was not guilty. 

The court here said the points raised by 
Dr. Webb against the introduction of evi- 
dence could not be sustained. 

Adams, in closing for the defense, said: 
Ileaven forbid that 1 should ever be ar- 
raigned before the tribunal of public opinion 
as the defendant Brady has been, in advance 
of a regular trial. Brady's ease has been 
prejudged. His guilt has been presumed in 
a manner the most scandalous on record, 
Let not the jury be led away and prevented 
from doing justice because the crime 
is awful in its nature. But let them con- 
sider solely the question whether Brady is 
guilty; let them bear in mind the chief evi- 
dence against him comes from persons who 
spoke to save their own necks. Such evi- 
dence must ever be regarded with great sus- 
picion.”’ 

lie went on to say the prineipals in the 
conspiracy had fled to the United States and 
France beture Carey and Kavanagh had 
given their testimony in the Kilmainham 
examination. 

NAISH. 

Naish, for the Crown, in reply; said the 
circumstances of the erime were not doubted, 
It Was equally conceded that it was the fruit 
of 4 conspiracy, and not a matter of personal 
revenge. For this reason the Crown had 
been able to adduce the evidence of the ex- 
istence of aconspiracy. The account of its 
organization and its objects and plans, given 
by Farrell, was such as could'never have been 
concealed by the most skillful lawyer. Counsel 
then traced the connecting links of the evi- 
dence. It had been shown that Brady was 
absent from his work the 5th and 6th of 
May. The book of the timekeeper estab 
lished this fact. It was also proven that he 
made inquiry for Burke on the 5th of May. 
This appeared from the undisputed and in- 
dubitable evidence of the ludgekeeper’s wife. 
The fact that Kavanagh amended his evi- 
dence did not discredit that witness, but 
proved his veracity and fortified his previous 
statements. If Carey and Kavanagh had 
been engaged in concealing evidence they 
would both have sworn to the same story in 
minor as well as in major details. Naish 
took the evidence of the various witnesses 
who swore to having seen Brady in Phenix 
Park, dissected it carefully, and maintained 
that it furnished the strongest possible proof 
that Brady was there. He held there was 
utter failure on the part of the defense to es- 
tablish an alibi for Brady. The evidence of 
Little was so entirely at variance with the 
actual facts that it stood alone. 

CHARGE OF THE JUDGE. 

This closed thespeeches, and Judge O'Brien 
began the charge. Commenting on the evi- 
dence adduced by the defense to prove an 
alibi, he said there was nothing, so far as 
could be discovered, to fix the particular

| Meagher.. The evidence tending to prove 
an alibi was frequently resorted to or in- 
vented, especially by Women, when its pro- 
duction would assist their friends. Reviewing 
briefly the evidence of Kennedy and Little, 
he dwelt upon the evident desire ot the lat- 
ter to make the Ume at which he saw Brady 
fit in as being before 9 p. m. The testimony 
of this witness was open to the si. ne com- 
ment as was that of the witnesses for the de- 
fense—namely: he was declaring to have oc- 
curred one day what did actually happen 
another day. Passing on to the evidence of 
the informers, the Judge said that 
although Carey had every con- 
ceivable motive and inducement to 
give in his evidence statements calculated to 
serve his own purpose he had told a straight- 
forward story, and one which did not spare 
himself. ‘The jury were exhorted to con- 
sider, however, that if he had been detected 
swearing falsely the Crown would be justi- 
fied in proceeding against him the same as 
against the other prisoners. The same gen- 
eral rule was applicable to all the informers. 
There was no evidence to support the sug- 
gestion made in his speech by Counsel Adams 
that the persons present in the park as prin- 
cipals were now al! safe in France or the 
United States. The reverse was the case. 
The evidence went to show that those men 
who were in the park with the object of 
murder were Lnvincibles, although some per- 
sons cognizant of the plan and not 
there might not have been members of 
that brotherhood. In concinding mis 
charge, he asked the jury to dwell on the 
evidence with that solemn consideration of 
its points which was due, and decide wheth- 
er any reasonable doubt existed as to the 
guilt of the accused. Id making up their 
verdict they should set aside all preju- 
dice, all weakness that frequently influences 
our judgment and biases our minds. He ex- 
pressed a hope that they would be influenced 
by divine inspiration. 

The jury then retired. 

They remained away about forty minutes, 
They then sent word that they had reached 
an agreement, and, being summoned back 
to their benches, announced, amidst breath- 
less silence in court, that Joseph Brady was 
guilty of murder, 

THE JURY. 

The Judge finished his eharge at thirteen 
minutes after 3, and the verdict of the jury 
was rendered five minutes before 4. 

When the verdict was read a deep but 
suppressed murmur went round the court- 
roow, and Brady, who up to this time had 
been singularly composed and free from 
emotion, turned ashen pale. 

Dr. Webb started up to make a motion, 
and after complete silence had been restored 
and before the Judge pronounced sentence 
of death, said in an impressive voice: “1 de- 
sire to move for arrest of judgment.“ He 
alleged that under the Crimes act the jury 
which heard the case and had just given in 
its verdict was not legally formed; that the 
prisoner had not received notice that he was 
to be tried before a special jury. 

SENTENCE OF DEATH. 

The motion was denied by Judge O’ Brien, 
who now said to the prisoner: Have you 
anything to say why sentence of death should 
not now be pronounced upon you?” Brady 
responded in a loud, clear, and firm voice: 
am not guilty-of the charge which the in- 
formers have sworn on me. These men would 
swear away the life of any. one to save their 
own.“ 

Sentence was then pronounced that the 
14th of May next Joseph Brady be hanged. 

After the sentence Brady, who had re- 
covered his composure, rose in his seat and, 
with solemn vehemence, protested his inno- 
cence of the crime, 

After making this last disciaimer he was 
hurried from the court- room by the officers. 
PUBLIC FEELING. 
ln the street the announcement of the ver- 
dict had been received with marks of the ut- 
most @isfavor and condemnation. Great 
crowds of people had waited impatiently 
about the doors of the tribunal until the con- 
clusion of the trial, and now were packed 
still closer about the building in hopes of 
getting sight of the condemned man as he 

was taken to jail. 

(The man Brady hangs upon the evidence of 
ademagog (Carey) who, to save his own neck, 
has implicated five fellow-townsmen. The vital 
statement of Carey is summarized as follows—

Visting Statesmen of the Democratic

The concourse of distinguished Democrati¢ 
statesmen—Sénators, members of Congress, 
and others—in attendance upon the annual 
banquet of the Lroquois Club was a nut too 
full of meat to escape cracking. With a view 
of obtaining the views of tae statesmen on

Ari Quiet at Sprinefield—Investigating 
the Murders. 

SpRINGFIELD, III., April 15.—[Special.]— 
A Coroner's jury has been impaneled to in- 
vestigate the facts relative to the assasina- 
tion of Thomas Waldron near the rolling- 
mill. The body of the murdered man will be 
taken to Pittsburg tomorrow. Mulkern, the 
Scotchman who was wounded, is in a pre- 
carious condition tonight, and the two men 
beaten with clubs are also found to be seri- 
ously hurt. Everything at the mill has been 
quiet since last night’s disturbance. The 
union men claim the mill employés began 
shooting first, but failed to explain to the 
Coroner’s jury how they came to be in the 
yicmity with loaded shotguns. It is inti- 
mated that the authorities have information 
leading to the identification of the parties 
implicated in the murder, and that several 
arrests will follow tomorrow. 


The Master Masons and the Bricklay- 
ers Given Another Chance to Explain 
Their Positions. 

The master masons and builders express 
themselves as determined as ever to down 
the union or go down themselves. A secret 
meeting was held by the brickmakers in the 
Master-Masons’ and Builders’ Hall yester- 
day afternoon, to which no one outside of 
their membership was admitted, except Mr. 
Prussing and a few other leading master 
masons. The only thing that could be 
gleaned from the members was that they had 
decided not to start to making brick for 
fourteen days, and if the strike was not 
ended then they would hold off fourteen 
days longer, and keep on doing 80 
until it was ended.

Firm of Ellis & Kus us. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind, April 13.—Ellis & 
Knauss, millers and grain-dealers, failed 
here today. Liabilities about $65,000; assets, 
$40,000. The largest creditor is ex-Congress- 
man Heilman, to whom the firm owed for in- 
dorsements and loans about $40,000. They 
have transferred to Heilman their mill, con- 
tents, machinery, books, etc., and given him 
a mortgage on individual property, covering 
all they possess, for a consideration of $33,- 
000. Outside unsecured creditors may get 
nothing. The firm has been an important 
tractor in the grain trade here, and their 
operations were extensive and varied. Dur- 
ing the last year they have made large ship- 
ments of flour to Manchester, Liverpool, and 
London, England; Rotterdam and Amster- 
dam, in the Netherlands. While this Conti- 
nental trade has not been unsuccessful, it 
has placed available assets beyond their 
ready control, which, coupled with trade in 
the Southern States, left them 
cramped and pressed. From these 
causes mainly, and through losses sustained 
by backward collections and business disas- 
ters, they have fallen into their present trou- 
ble. This is the first failure of any impor- 
tance in Evansville for fifteen months past, 
and other commercial interests never seemed 
more prosperous than at the present time. 
The failure is, therefore, not attributed to 
local causes, but to circumstances outside 
the general sco of the commercial prov- 
ince of Evansville. 


Comprehensive Reports on the Busi- 
ness Situation—The Week's Falliures. 
New YorxK, April 13.— [Special. — Tele- 

graphie dispatches to Bradstrect’sg froin 

leading trade centres throughout the coun- 
try indicate that there has been but little 
change in the condition of general trade dur- 
ing the week. There are signs of continued 
improvement, and the general outlook is 
favorable; but an uneasy feeling is apparent 
in the industrial situation in some sections, 
and in others the backward season and con- 
sequent difficulties in transportation have 
operated to restrict trade somewhat. In the 
East general trade is reported good, though 
retarded somewhat on accourt of the 
bad state of the roads. A simi- 
lar complaint comes from portions 
of the Middle States. While trade there is 
in general fairly satisfactory, there is no de- 

cided activity. In the West a gradual im- 

provement is noted, and the prospects for 

the future are good. Collections are in gen- 
eral satisfactory. The approach of season- 
able weather has had a reviving influence 


upon trade, and the crop news is on the 


whole encouraging. The reports from Kan- 
sas and California indicate probable large 
crops. In the South business in general 
lines has been fairly active, though the situa- 
tien there presents no features calling for 
special mention. 

There is no improvement in the iron trade. 
Pig is even duller than last week. Manu- 
factured iron is quiet. The anthracite coal 
marketison the whole dull. At Eastern 
centres the demand is generally for small 
lots for immediate consumption. The out- 
look for the Western demand for anthracite 
is excellent, and Western shippers are im- 
patiently awaiting the opening of lake and 
canal navigation. Tradein wool has been 
of a hand-to-mouth character in all markets, 
and prices as a rule have favored buyers.

THE SITUATION. 
STATUS OF THE BRADWELL CONTEST. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 13.—|Special.|— 
Today’s disgraceful scenes are followed by a 
virtual truce till Tuesday. A general hegira 
set in tonight. A few Republicans and five 
Democrats whom the Democratic caucus 
has ordered to stay and call the ayes and 
noes will remain over, and Saturday and 
Monday will be lost. The fight may be re- 
sumed in good earnest Tuesday, but there 
are municipal elections in various places 
that day, and it may be Wednesday before 
the Republican forces are in line 
and ready for action. The situation 
summed up in a very few 
words is simply this, the Republicans will 
have to furnish seventy-seven votes or Judge 
Bradwell will not be seated. Until the sev- 
onty-seven are present and vote the Demo- 
crats will continue their disgraceful and rev- 
olutionary tactics of today. The important 
question is, whether the Republicans can 
muster the necessary strength. There were 
seventy-six here today. True, two of them 
were paired, but all pairs will be off next 
week, and if the same number are present 
then the Republicans will need just one more. 
Tnat one vote will be furnished when need- 
ed, as it now appears, by Mr. Owen, the 
sick member from Will, who has not been 
in his seat since the Senatorial election. Ad- 
vices to that effect have been received from 
him, and Messrs. Wood, of De Kalb. and 
Cooke, of Cook, have been appointed a com- 
mittee to visit him and arrange for his being 
brought down. The only ssible danger 
after that is that some Republican may exalt 
himself above his party and refuse to vote 
for aman whom that party believe to have 
been honestly elected and then counted out 
of his seat. Mr. Littler intimated in the 
Republican caucus today that there was 
somebody of that stripe, and it was whispered 
subsequently that Parish, of Cook, was the 
curiosity. That gentleman has since denied 
it. A few weeks ago he was appointed 
Consul to Chemnitz. He has not been con- 
firmed, however, and the rumor brought out 
an intimation from several sturdy Repub- 
licans that if he deserted the partyin its 
present need there might not only be danger 
of his permanent non-*ontirmation, but of 
the revocation of his appointment. 

KING CAUCUS. 

Today’s session was followed by a season 
of caucusing on both sides. The Republic- 
aus tried it first and decided to keep up the 
fight from day to day until it was settled. 


Mr. Morrison criticised the Speaker’s decis- | 


ion that he could not take cognizance of the 
presence of a quorum when a quorum did 
not actually vote, and the Speaker contended 
that he was right, and sustained by the prec- 
edents in Congress. It was subsequently 
urged that Speakers James and Thomas had 
ruled to the contrary, but the Speaker, after 
a further examination of the Congressional 

recedents, still adheres to his position that 
tis a roll-call which must ultimately deter- 
mine, and that that roll-call urust show a quo- 
rum voting.

a statement from the latter that he had 
paired at the urgent solicitation of a personal 
friend, and that the pair would be off 
when his vote was needed. After 
the remarks by Mr. Littler, already 
referred to; and the appointment of 
the committee to go after Mr. Owen, the cau- 
cus adjourned with a perfect understanding 
and an earnest determination to keep up the 
fight until it is settled. 
THE RIOTERS. 


The door-breaking party spent most of the 
afternoon in the Supreme Court room. 
and indulged in a great amount of 
whistling to keep up their courage. Sexton, 
Yancey, Linegar, Kimbrough, Cronkrite, 
and others upheld their brethren, and urged 
them to go ahead, but the ovcasion was a 
serious one, and it was necessary to get some 
advice. For that reason the caucus called in 
ex-Gov. Palmer and Jim Robinson, who pro- 


ceeded to further incite their party to revo- 


lution and rebellion. 
Gov. Palmer has privately deciared, to put 
it mildly, that Mr. McNally is no better than 


he should be, and half an hour before appear- . 


ing in the caucus sided with Mr. Morrison in 
the latter’s criticism on the Speaker’s ruling. 
Once inside the caucus room, however, and 
in the presence of men who may hereafter 
exert some influence in Democratic Conven- 
tions or succeeding Legislatures, the ambi- 
tious Governor threw consistency to the 
winds, and encouraged the door-breakers 
with one of his usual stump speech 
harangues. Everything that they had 
done was perfectl correct. The 
Republican Speaker had arbitrarily ordered 
that the doors be closed, and sent the Door- 
keeper to arrest absentees, and the Demo- 
crats were perfectly right in resisting, and 
should continue to resist to the very utter- 
most. Nothing less than a constitutional 
quorum could order the closing of the doors 
or the arrest of the absentees. Without a 
constitutional quorum the Speaker was no 
Speaker at all, but simply one of 153 mem- 
bers, and therefore powerless to act. With- 
out that constitutional quorum he could not 
order the doors closed. Without it he could 


not issue his warrant to arrest, and without 


a warrant no arrest was legal. 
INCITING REBELLION. 


As for the idea of the House punishing the 
door-breakers, he simply laughed it to scorn, 
though he did admit before he got through 
that the municipal authorities of Springtield 
might have something to say in the matter. 
Inasmuch as the present local administra- 
tion is made up of hidebound Democrats. 
the caucus treated this as an excellent joke, 
and received it with loud guffaws. While 
he had his hand in the ex-Governor pro- 
ceeded to rehearse Gen. Logan’s polit- 
ical history, and to contrast him with 
that political jurist, Dave Linegar, and 
to intimate that the present tactics of the 
House Republicans was the outgrowth of 
Gen. Logan’s recent visit to Sprinatield.

A MANIAC FATHER. 


The Crime Recently Reported 
from Germany Faraileled 
in lowa. 


Charles Smith, of Earlville, Chops 
His Wife to Pieces with 
an Ax. 
He Then Goes to His Barn and De- 
liberately Slays His Two 
Sons. 


Swallowing Strychnine, He Hastens Death 
by Outting His Own Throat with 
a Razor. 


The Neighbors for Miles Around Gathered at the 
Steno of the Shocking Tragedy. 


DusuguE, Ia., April 13.—[Special.]— One 
of the most frightful crimes ever perpetrated 
in lowa was enacted near the Village of 
Earlville, Delaware County, at an early hour 
this morning. On a well-cultivated farm 
about four miles from the town resided a 
farmer named Charles Smith, the family con- 
sisting of the father, mother, two sons, and 
two daughters. 

THE WIFE. 

Early this morning the family arose as 
usual, but it was noticed that the father ap- 
peared to be very gloomy and abstracted. 
About 5 o’clock he left the house, and in a 
moment returned with an ax. No one was 
in the room at the time but his wife. He im- 
mediately assaulted hér with the deadly 
weapon, cleaving her skull and killing her 
instantly. 

THE SONS. 

He next went to the. barn, where his sons 
were attendiny to their morning chores, and 
before they knew what his intentions were 
he assaulted them with the ax, antiin a few 
minutes both lay dead, with their heads 
crushed in a horrid manner, one inside and 
the other outside the barn. 

The two daughters, young ladies, at once 
fled to tue neighbors and gave the alarm, and 
soon @ large number had collected at the 
scene of the tragedy. 

The body of the wife was found just out- 
side the door, with her head crushed from 
blows with an ax. 

TUR MURDERER. 

Search was at once instituted for the mur- 
derer, and in a short time his body was 
found about a quarter of a mile away from 
the house, lying on the ground wich his 
throat cut from ear to ear. The house and 
barn presented a sickening sight. On the 
floor of the former, which was covered with 
blood, lay the bleeding body of his wife, 
while in and near the barn were those of the 
two boys, with the blood and brains oozing 
from the ghastly wounds in their heads. 

The news of the tragedy spread like wild- 
fire, and soon a large number of farmers and 
residents of Earlville were on the premises. 

The bodies were left as found until the ar- 
rival of the Coroner, when those of the two 
boys in the barn were removed to the house. 

EXCITEMENT. 

All Earlville and the surrounding country 
is in a state ot intense excitement over the 
tragedy, which is without a parallel in the 
history of Iowa. 

Previous to removing to the farm on which 
the crime was committed Smith had resided 
on a farm about two miles from Manchester. 
He was about 45 years of age, and had borne 
a good reputation, but was considered very 
eccentric. The supposed probable cause of 
this awful tragedy is said to be domestic un- 
happiness, coupled with ill-luck in the loss of 
stock by disease. 

After completing his dreadful work the 
murderer went behind the barn and finished 
the horror by cutting his throat clear to the 
bone, and when found was quite dead. The 
bloody razor was still in his death-stiffened 
fingers. 

A neighbor reports that Smith had been 
threatening to kill himself and family for 
some time past. 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 

DusvuguE, Ia., April 13.—The details of 
the tragedy which occurred at Earlville this 
morning have been received, and they verify 
the report first received. The reporter of 
the Heraid, when he reached the scene, 
found the whole neighborhood for three or 
four miles around gathered at the farm-house 
where the tragedy occurred and the 
Coroner’s inquest was in progress. The 
farm is situated four miles north of Earl- 
ville. On the wood-pile = | the ax com- 
pletely covered with blood. he fiend of a 
father could not be seen. Search was made 
for him, and his lifeless body was tound 
about eighty rods from the house lying under 
a wire fence, with his throat cut from ear 
to ear, the razor still in one hand and a bottle 
of strychnine in the other. The indications 
were that he had _— the poison, and, fear- 
ing failure from this means, had used the 
— nearly severing his head from his 

ody. 

GENERAL OPINION. 

This was the horrible ending of a tragedy 
which has terribly excited the country peo- 
ple for miles around. There is no doubt 
that it was the purpose of the father to kill 
his entire family. The strychnine found in his 
hand would indicate that at least somewhat of 
the deed was premeditated. ‘The cause, as 
summed up by his neighbors, was loss of 
property and financial embarrassment. He 
had lost most of his stock during the winter 
—over 100 hogs and several head of cattle— 
besides other property, and he had been 
often of late heard to say: “Everything 
seems to work against me,“ and at times he 
was a good deai despondent. His age ‘was 
58. His wife was some fifteen years young- 
er. The verdict of the Coroner's jury was in 
accordance with the facts as here stated.

Tun are now confined in the Coox

them will succeed in the endeavor. Twenty- 

three men who have taken human life and 

have not been punished is a large num- 

ber to have in jaliat one time, and some day 

the people of Chicago will wake up to that 
ct. 


“BETTER late than never” is the com- 
ment which will be generally made upon the 
announcement that Mayor Harrison has at 
last screwed up his courage to the sticking 
point and decided that the harlots whe have 
so long flaunted their shame before the eyes 
of decent people shall be driven from the 
malin thoroughfares to the more congenial 
slums. It is understood that che Mayor has 
given orders that ail the dens of vice on 
State street, Wabash avenue, and Michigan 
avenue from one end to the other, and all 
those on Clark street north of Polk 
street must be closed by May 15. 
The move. made by the Mayor is 
one that should have been made years ago, 
but itis much to be feared that the execution 
of the order may alienate some of the most 
enthusiastic supporters of Mr. Harrison for 
political office. However, he may rest as- 
sured that any action he may takein the in- 
terest of deceney and good order will gain 
him ten respectable triends for every dis- 
reputable henchman who may fall away 
from him. We hope that the Mayor, now 
that he has at last apparently discovered the 
necessity of reform, will have the “sand” 


to carry out the proposed enforceinent of the 


law. When he has got rid of the recognized 


houses of il-fame he will find a magnificent 


field for the exercise of his powers in deal- 
ing with the tae und abominations 
as concert-saloons. 


OBSTRUCTING CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 

The fact mentioned in our Springtield dis- 
patches that not 4 single one of the measures 
proposed for the reform of our antiquated 
criminal law has yet passed the Lower 
Ilouse of the State Legislature is a severe 
reproach to the members of that body. The 
State Senate has passed the bills making bail 
bonds a lien wpon the property offered as 
security, making juries judges of the facts 
only and not of the law, and providing means 
by which the great evil of continuances on 
aceount of alleged new testimony for the 
accused may be avoided. The success of 
Sevator Ray Thursday night in securing the 
reconsideration of the vete by which his bill 
to make the jury judges of the facts only 
failed to pass indicates that the Senate is in 
earnest in its endeavors to remove the 
abuses which have fur so many years made 
the administration of Chicago justice a 
stigma upon the good name of the city and 
the State. 

Usually in legislative reforms it is the 
Upper House that acts as the obstructionist, 
but it is remarkable that the principal difli- 
culties in the way of the enactment of the 
two most important measures before this 
Legislature have come from the House. It 
is the Ilouse that stands in the way of regn- 
lation of the liquor traffic, and itis the [louse 
that has so far failed to do anything to lessen 
the immunity and special privileges of the 
criminal classes who are the principal prod- 
ucts of the liquor traflic. 

Although the reception given by the Sen- 
ate to Senator Hereley’s motion for a sine die 
adjournment May 17 shows that no such pre- 


— —— 


eipitate departure of the Legislature will be 


tolerated, it is still manifest that at the pres- 
ent rate of progress the Legislature will be 
dissotved by the hot weather before it has 
half done the business for which it met. If 
the criminal lawyers of the House succeed in 
preventing it from effectuating the votes of 
the Senate, they will have a heavy account 
to settle with the people of the State. The 
result of the election in Chicago has 
given a new point to the earnestness 
of the popular demand for the reform of the 
loose laws and procedure which give habit- 
ual criminals the freedom of the courts and 
make them the most compact and formidable 
faction in our municipal politics. The late 
election in Chicago was carried by the com- 
bined efforts of the saloonkeepers and their 
progeny, 
make perjured affidavits for change of venne, 
secure continuances by means of fatse affi- 
davits of new testimony to be secured by 
delay, who are insane when they are threat- 
ened with punishment, but sane enouch 
to know whom to kill and rob. This 
Gypsy camp of outlaws in the heart 
of our great eity can ‘only be brought under 
the dominion of law and order by the passage 
of the laws now under consideration. It is 
an anomaly which should not be allowed to 
stand a day in an honest community, that the 
provisions of the law which were originally 
intended to shield the innocent falsely ac- 
cused should de kept alive as a covert for 
crime, and that an antiquated procedure 
whieh notoriously defeats justice should be 
allowed to survive in the name of justice. 
First in importance of the bills awaiting 
the action of the Ilouse is the Ventinuance 
bill. This allows the Prosecuting- Attorney,

hb, it is alleged is Dehalf 
to defeat the -eontinuance by admitting 

the prisoner’s witness would testify as 
alleged. In this way the trial may go on, 
and the State meet the new testimony, if 
there really is any, with rebutting evidence, 
Nota single reason has yet been discovered 
for refusing to make this a law, except the 
unwillingness Of criminal lawyers to con- 
sent to any refotm that will inetease the 
chance of the conviction of their profitable 
clients. 

The scandalous frauds of the straw-bail 
system are the chief obstacles to the punish- 
ment of criminals, next to the perjured affi- 
davits for continuance, and they would be 
promptly suppressed by the passage of the 
bill to make bail bonds a lien on the property 
offered as security. 

The bill regulating change of venue was a 
most desirable measure, but must be spoken 
of now in the past tense, as the Senate yes- 
terday refused to reconsider the vote by 
which it deelined to advance this bill to a 
third reading. The objection that a Judge 
should not be allowed to pass upot the ques- 
tion of his own prejudice or freedom from 
prejudice does not scem specially well taken, 
in view of the fact that the Judge’s prejudice 
is now passed upon, by the perjurimg accom- 
plices of thieves and murderérs. One of our 
most eminent city Judges has well said that 
no change of venue is needed to protect the 
accused. No Judge who was conscious of 
prejudice would try a case. And if a preju- 


matter in which he was interested he would, 
consciously or unconsciously, make fatal 
errors in the record. 

Senator Ray’s bill te make juries judges of 
the facts only and not the law. is also before 
the House, and is one of the most vital 
of the reform measures. The dilis al- 
ready referred to and the Jury Commis- 
sioner bill constitute the sum of the 
measures of law reform advocated by Tur 
TrmmuXe. The bill to throw the burden of 
proof on those who allege insanity is a most 
sensible and practical one, and should also 
become law. Three of these bills have 
passed the Senate, and if they fail to get into 
the statute books the fault will be with the 
House. Tun TRIBUNE will take special 
pains to keep the public informed of the 
progress of these measures, and to fix re- 
sponsibility for the failure of any of them 
where it belongs. 
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SPECIE PAYMENTS IN ITALY. 

The cable announced yesterday that specie 
payment had been resumed by the Itallan 
Government, and that the hew order of 
things was proceeding regularly and without 
friction. This isin strict conformance with 
the policy outlined by the Government some 
years ago, and its success furnishes another 
evidence of the strength of constitutional 
government among a people who, prior to 
unification under the present dynasty, had 
been misruled by a number of potentates, 
ranging in rank from petty Prinees to a high 
and mighty Pontiff. It is seventeen years 
since specie payment was absolutely re- 
nounced in Italy—a period corresponding 
very nearly to the American era of irredeein- 
able paper currency. During that time the 
currency of the country has always been 
more or less depreciated, according to 
the conditions of trade, andthe depreciation 
of late véars has generally been from 10 to 
2 percent. During the last seven years the 
Government Exchequer has shown a surplus 
of revenue over expenditures, which in 1882 
amounted to about $4,000,000, Though the sur- 
plus has not been large, it has been set aside 
regularly as a resumption fund, and a part of 
the gold famine, of which authorities in 
England are beginning to complain, is due to 
the steady purchases made by Italy, which 
the increased rates of discount at the Bank 
of England were not able to disconrage. It 
may be doubted, however, whether Italy 
would have undertaken to return to a specie 
basis if it had been obliged to depend upon 
gold alone. The actual presence of silver in 
the circulating money of the country 
has undoubtedly been of material aid in 
accelerating resumption. Itis probable that 
the return to a specie basis will be as easy 
in Italy as it was in France and the United 
States. When the people know that they 
can have specie in exchange for their notes 
by merely asking for it, there is no desire to 
handle the coin; but whenever the fortheom- 
ing of actual money is a matter of serious 
doubt, or when it is known that paper cur- 
rency is not secured by an ample reserve of 
specie, then popular distrust forees the cur- 
rency to a discount. Italy has preserved the 
true policy. it has accumulatea all the 
specie necessary to resumption, and the mere 
announcement of that fact will serve to give 
a steady and permanent value to all its cur- 
rency. The taxes which the people of Italy 
have been compelled to pay during: some 
years past, though largely in excess of those 
previously collected from them, will prove 
to have been a good investment when every 
lira, whether in gold, silver, or paper, shall 
have exactly the value it represents, and thus 
guarantee stability of prices and universal 
business confidence. Italy is rapidly regain- 
ing its place among the great Powers of the 
world, 
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THE NEW LIQUOR LAW IN OHIO. 

It is assumed that the bill for the better 
regulation ot the liquor traflic in Ohio 
known as the Scott bill will become a law 
within a day ortwo. It provides for the as- 
sessment and collectfon of a tax of $200 on 
every place where traffic in intoxicating liq- 
uors shall be carried on, except that such as- 
sessiuent shall be but one-half that sum 
wherever the traffic is confined to malt or 
vinous liquors, or both. It is also provided 
that such assessments shall attach and oper- 
ate as a lien upon the property in which 
such business is conducted, and punishment 
by fine and imprisonment is provided for any 
person who engages in the liquor traffic 
without the written consent of the owner of 
the premises. Failure to give the proper in- 
formation to the Assessors is made to in- 
crease the assessment to $375, and misrepre- 
sentation as to the kind of liquor sold 
entails an increase of the assessment 
to $250. The liquor traflic is defined 
as the (buying or procurmg and 
selling of -intoxicating liquors otherwise 
than upon prescriptions issued in good faith 
by reliable physicians in active practice, or 
for exclusively kuown mechanical, pharina- 
ceutical, or sacramental purposes. ‘The man- 
ufacture of liquor and sale by the manufact- 
urer in quantities of one galion or more is 
exempt from the taxauon. Provision is 
made for dividing the revenue and fines 
collected under this act between the City or 
Town Government, Which is to receive three- 
fourths, and the county or poor fund, which 
is to receive the other fourth, Of the share 
which goes to the municipal eorporation one- 
half is set aside for the police fund and the 
other half for the general-revenue fund. 
The bill alse provides for Sunday closing, 
but authorizes the Couneil of each munici- 
pality to suspend the operation of this sec- 
tion, which makes the Sunday question virt- 
nally that of local eption. The bill is to go 
into effect the third Monday of this month. 

From the tone of the press comments on 
this bill we would inter that its terms aru re- 
garded as a compromise, and that no oppo- 
sition is expected from the liquor Interests. 
‘The amount of the tax agreed upon is cer- 
tainly low enough to suggest to the saloous 
the advisubility of accepting it: and it the 
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diced Judge should insist upon taking up a 


effect shal! e agitation on the liquor 
§tiéstion pending the consideration ot the 
‘ulternative amendments to the Constitution, 
which are not to be voted on till next fall, 
the people can afford to be contented for the 
time being with the terms agreed upon. 
This bill cannot be regarded, however, as a 
final settlement of thé matter, since, if the 
prihciplé be sustained, it will not be long 
before a more adequate tax will be demand- 
ed, both as a matter of revenue and as a 
means to the better regulation of the saloon 
business. It is expected that the distinction 
made in favor of beer and wine when sold 
alone, and the local option as to Sunday clos- 
ing, will satisfy the Germans, and it is pre- 
dicted with a good deal of confidence that 
with such a law the Republican party can 
carry the State next fall without any trouble. 

Of course it is believed by the advocates 
and promoters of the Scott law that it will 
be sustained by the Suprqme Court as not in 
conflict with the present constitutional pro- 
vision in regard to the licensing of the liquor 
traffic. There is necessarily more or less 
doubt about this, however, until the Su- 
preme Court shall have passed on the Jaw. 
The present Constitution (1848) provid rat 
„No license in intoxicating liquers shall 
hereafter be granted in this State.” The Su- 
preme Court set aside the Pond bill as un- 
constitutional, holding as follows: (1) The 
constitutionality of a statute depends upon 
the operation and effect thereof; (2) a license 
is permission granted by competent authority 
to do an act which would otherwise be illegal ; 
and (3) the Pond law, which provided for 
the payment of a specified sum of money 
and the execution of a bond tor the privilege 
of selling liquor, was in effect a license. It 
is possible that the new law providing for 
the assessment and collection of a tax on 
premises where the liquor traffic is con- 
dueted may be eonstrued differently, but 
also possible that it may be held to be in 
effect a license, as it certainly is a recog- 
nition of the liquor traffic. 
rid of its obsolete constitutional provision 
prohibiting all license for selling liquor be- 
fore itean eount with certainty upon the 
tuaintenance of auy law regulating the 
traliic. 
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DYNAMITE AND JUSTICE. 

Though not a life has been lost nor a limb 
maimed in England by the dynamite fiends,” 
the most intense panie prevails in that rich 
and prosperous island. A nitro-glycerine law 
was rushed through Parliament and signed 
by the Queen in a single day to punish any 
person in “ suspicious possession of“ a mix- 
ture of nitric acid and glycerine, and impos- 
ing a penalty of imprisonment tor life “for 
causing an explosi@® by which life or prop- 
erty is imperiled.“ The English are said to 
be, and probably may ove, discharging 
thousands of their fellow British from em- 
ployment because they are Irish, though it 
has not been proved that the Westminster ex- 
plosion was the work of Lrishmen, though 
ali the presumptions are that Irishmen alone 
are guilty of these fanatical crimes. The 
English papers are turning angrily to re- 
proach the United States for allowing itself 
to be used as a base of operations by the 
anarchists. The London Economist admits 
that England could not compel America to 
suppress Irish conspiracies, but pleads alinost 
piteowsly that we ought to yield to British 
persnasions and be induced“ to suppress 
them. 

The people of this country will not be 
slow to perceive that John Bull has worked 
himseif into an extravagant panic on this 
dynamite question, We have no sympathy 
with bomb-throwers, but we have a vast deal 
of sympathy with the Irish, and, moreover, 
have as yet no evidence that they are to be 
classified as a nation of bomb-throwers. 
irrational and cruel conduct of the English 
employers in depriving Irishmen in England 
of their means of livelihood because they be- 
long to the same race as the men who are as- 


sumed to have caused the Westminster eä 


plosion, which hurt nobody, betokens the 
present craziness of the English nead and 
heart. A nation in sucha state of mind is 
nota good judge of what it needs. Irish 
methods and American methods are utterly 
unlike, but it is impossible for the Americans 
when they read such accounts of Lrish dis- 
tress as have recently appeared in the Boston 
Heruid not to remember that England 
has treated Ireland with cruel indifference to 
her suffering. 

John Bright in taking the Lord Rectcr- 
ship of the University of Glasgow declared 
that all the troubles of England with Ire- 
land might have been avoided, if only 
slight changes had been effected there in 
the past. For instance, he quoted the 
stipulation of the treaty made when the 
surrender of Limerick gave Ireland to the 
English. The defeated people were sol- 
emply promised the free exercise of their 
religion. But not only was this promise 
violated; there was at once imposed upon 
them, in the language of Mr. Bright, “ the 
most cruel, galling, odious, and unjust sys- 
tem of laws which one Christmn people ever 
inflicted upon another.” Such grave state- 
ments as this, made upon a non-political oe- 
casion, and such disclosures as continually 
reach us of the starvation among a people 
whose labor produces much of the food on 
which England fattens, account fully 
enough for the slight sympathy which En- 
gland receives from America in her struggle 
with Ireland, though the terrorism resulting 
from the deeds of murder and other violence 
by the lrish is universally condemned in this 
country. 

If stich deeds as the murder of Lord Fred- 
erick Cavendish and the Westminster ex- 
plosion are anarchical and indicative of a 
lack of political capacity in the Irish, not 
less evidence of incapability to govern is 
furnished by the policy of revengeful reac- 
tion and panic into which the British Gov- 
ernment is allowing itself to drift. 
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BUTLER ON THE RAMPAGE. 
When Ben Butler was elected Governor of 
Massachusetts by an incomprehensible act of 
stupidity on the part of the majority of its 
people, since beth Democrats and a large 


number of Republicans voted for him, there 


were not wanting several sagacious persons 
who—it is needless to say they did not vote 
for him—expressed their apprehensions that 
the State had let loose a bull in a china shop, 


aud that as soon as the animal was fairly 


within deors he would smash the crockery 
without any regard whether the dishes were 
Republican or Democratic. This has hap- 
pened, and the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts isin the hottest of hot water con- 
tinually. Whatever he does is disapproved, 
and whatever the people want he vetoes. He 
removes oOflicials without cause and merely 
to suit his own unexplainable caprices.. He 
stirs up Republicans, and he stirs up Demo- 
crats, and he has forfeited the respect of 
every preacher in the State. Ile is in every 
way a disturbing element, and nothing ap- 
parently suits him better than the universal! 
assault which is now made upon him by both 
parties--by the pulpit, by the press, and by 
the people. When he should be on duty in 
his executive office he is away defending 
whisky rings in distant courts, though no 
one makes any special objection to his ab- 
sence, as they are happiest when he is eff. 
During his brief Administration nine acts 
and one resolution have become laws with- 
ont his signature, the Lieutewant-Governor 
has signed tour, and he himself has vetoed 
three.

bearing upon it. No. 8 was the veto of the 
bill giving a wharf and improvement con- 
pany at Somerville; a suburb of Boston, 
further time to organize, although the entire 
population of the town was in its favor. 
The manner in which the veto Was delivered 
was regarded as ah Insult by the Legislature, 
and they have replied to it with a resolution 
of vensure and are now engaged in discuss- 
ing the merits of the veto itself. As the 
Governor’s position is in contravention of 
the statutes and of the provisious of com- 
mon law, it is probable that this bill will also 
be passed over his head, 

There has never been but one object in 
Butler’s life, and that is the objeet of every 
demagog—personal sensation and notoriety. 
To create an excitement, to invite abuse and 
attack, to stir up people by violating all laws 
of decency and decofum, to break through 
all political conventionalities, to raise a gen- 
eral tumult and have himself the conspic- 
nous figure in it, is his mode of personal ad- 
vancement, and latterly he has been practi- 
cing these moves with an eye toan office con- 
siderably higher than that of Governor of 
Massachusetts. It was for this purpose he 
went over into Rhode Island and conceived 
the sensational plan of running Sprague for 
Governor, which, if it had net been defeated, 
would have given him the delegates from 
that State. It is for the same purpose that 
he is hobnobbing with John Kelly, which 
means delegates. In his campaign, which 
may be considered as commenced, he 
does not intend to accomplish any- 
thing by bold general strokes, but by 
detailed results, each one of which 
will be a sensation. It remains to be 
seen how he will deal with the action of the 
prominent leaders of his party who have 
sought to regulate his „Presidential aspira- 
tions by ruling him out altogether. He can- 
not vete-it, but it is not safe to predict the 
issue in the case of a man who has gone into 
so many conventions by the back door and 
walked vietoriously out of the front one. 
Should such a calamity ever occur as his 
Presidency of these United States tne Tower 
of Babel would furnish a mild comparison 
for the condition of hubbub and bedlam into 
which the country would be plunged at 
once, 
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A sEnious division has occurred in the 
ranks of the Conservative party m Parlia- 
ment. Sir Stafford Northcote is the natural 
heir of the leadership, but the claim to the 
position is now made by Lord Salisbury. The 
division has been precipitated by the ques- 
tion who shall unvell the statue of Lord Beac- 
onsfield at the forthcoming ceremony. - It 
is generally understood that Sir Stafford 
Northcote has been selected. One of the 
Toty organs complains that this oceasion has 
been seized upon as an opportunity of 
snatching a petty suecess by a certain faction 
in the Tory ranks “ and that itis one of a 
series of attempts by the partisans of Sir 
Stafford Northcote to achieve a permanent 
triumph over that much larger portion of the 
party who regard Lord Salisbury as 
the natural leader.” The London News 
(Liberal) espouses the cause of the former. 
and says that he was designated by Lord 
Beaconsfield as the Tory leader in the Com- 
mons, and that he always enjoyed his confi- 
dence, while Lord Salisbury’s relations with 
him were never of a cordial nature, and that 
since the Berlin Treaty there is no reason to 
believe that Lord Beaconsfield ever regarded 
him as the statesman to whom the fortunes 
of the party were to be committed when he 
himself laid the leadership down.’ The op- 
position of the two chiefs, indeed, has broken 
out into aquarrel almost as fierce as that 
which raged between Essex and Leicester 
in Elizabeth’s time, though fortunately they 
have no armed retainers to follow them 
about and brawl and break each other’s 
heads.

The arithmetical 
progression between the number of twins and 
the number of triplets is very gratifying to a 
man of limited means. As it appears above 
there is a pair of babes in every 77 births, while 
triplets are much rarer—only one set in 5,831 
births.

LEFT IN THE LURCH. 


A Manager Skips and Leaves His com- 
pany in Bad Shapr. 

Boston, Mass., April 13.—{Special.]—John 
E. Fulton arrived here two weeks ago and 
made preparations for a series of concerts at 
Tremont Temple during the present week 
with Antoine De Kontski, the well-known 
Polish ptanist, M. Henri Campébello and 
Mme. Sinico Campobello, whe for several 
years were prominent members: of Maple- 
son's opera company, as artists, The per- 
formances at Tremont Temple were poorly 
attended, and Fulton was found to have 
skipped this forenoon for parts unknown, in 
company with his wife, from the Hotel 
Brunswick, where he had run up a 
large bill for the board of his 
company. Campobello uotified the police. 
Ilis story is, that last August he made a con- 
tract with Falton, who claimed to have a 
large financial backing, but later on he 
found that the money came through Max- 
well Ileron, a young [rishman, whom he met 
in Belfast. Ireland. Heron advanced Fulton 
several hundred pounds sterling, and, upon 
the company comine together, advanced a 
further sum of £1,000 in cash to make a tour 
ofthe American cities. De Kontski was to 
receive about £70 per week, Campobello 
£50, ana his wife a larger sum, 
as well as first-class board and 
traveling expenses. The company 
lived in eleganée and luxury at the Bruns- 
wick, and, up to this morning, had con- 
tracted a board-bill of some $500, to secure 
which the proprietor has seized upon the 
baggage belonging to the leading singers. 
Campobello says that Fulton, in leaving the 
hotel, went out by a side entrance, and car- 
ried with him his most valuable) property in 
two Fripsacks. Later on Campobello dis 
eovered that Fulton had taken away a bust 
of himself (Campobello) which Gost $500, to- 
gether with valuables, pictures, and other 
property. It appears that Fulton lett other 
unpaid bills for advertising and printing, and 
that to secure hall rent, Heron, who accom- 
panied the company as ‘Treasurer, ad- 
vanced a diamond ring valued at 8300 
whichis still held by the Superintendent. 
The baggage séized by the proprietors of the 
Brunswick includes valuable wardrobes of 
Campobello and wife and De Kontski and 
his wife, vaiued at about $2,000, De Kontski 
is about 70 years old, and feels no little mor- 
tification at his present dilema. ‘This fore- 
noon Campobello communicated with Max 
Strakosh, who telegraphed him that he and 
his wife and De Kontski could consider 
themselves under contract to him if they de- 
sired. The offer Was accepted, and their 
board will be paid in a day or two. Heron 
is left without a cent and feels his position 
keenly. Fulton is about 35 years old, tall 
and quite slender, dresses well, and wears a

A NEGRO LYNCHED, 


Horrible Crime at Winton, N. 0. 

Raveien, N. C., April 13.—{Special.]—

OBITUARY. 


Selucitus Garfield, a Former wen- 
Known Public Man—Marie Lodise 
Smoot, 

WASuixdrox, D. C., April 13.—Selucius 
Garfield, a formerly well-known public man, 
died in this city today of pnenmonia, aged 
61. Garfield, who was born in Vermont, 
early removed to Kentucky, where he was 
admitted to the bar. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the convention to revise the State Con- 
stitution in 1849; in 1851 emigrated to Cali- 
fornia; and in 1852 was elected to the Legis- 
lature of that State to codify the State laws. 
He returned te Kentucky, and in 1856 
was a delegate to the National 
Convention at Cincinnati and Democratic 
Presidential Elector. The following year 
he removed to Washmeaton Territory, and 
from 1866 to 1869 was Surveyor-General of 
iat Territory. He was elected Territorial 
Delegate to the Forty-first Congress as a Re- 
publican, aud reéiected to the Forty-second. 
Since 1873 he has been living here in obsear- 
ity, and died in comparative poverty.

BISMARCK’S NEPHEW. 
HE {8 COMING TO CHICAGO AS A DIPLO- 

. MATIST. 

New York, April 13.— [Special.] —- Baron 
Jesko von Puttkamer, attached to the Con- 
sulate of the German Empire at Chicago, ar- 
rived at Hoboken at 10 o’¢lock this morning 
on the steamship Wieland, from Hamburg. 
He is a son ofthe distinguished Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Council and Minister of the 
Interior, and nephew of Prince Bismarck. 
His stay in New York will be brief. In ap- 
pearance the Baron is tall and Slight. Baron 
Jesko was educated at Gumbinnen, near 
Konigsberg, at the Gymnasium. While a 
a freshman there he tell in love 
with a Miss Schendler, an actress con- 
nected with a small dramatie troupe 
then performing there. Ile bought her many 
presents, and often disappeared from his col- 
lege in the company of his inamorata. The 
people of the village complained to the 
faculty that the matter was a public scandal. 
The President of the gymnasium urged his 
father, the minister, that he should use his 
influence with his son to end the liason. 
Atterward he went to Strasburg, and spent a 
small fortune of 7,000 thalers, which he had 
inherited from an uncle, with eom- 
panions. Ile also became involved in a 
quarrel with a Marshal mated Stahl. 
A friend of the aron, Lieut. 
Tiechman, of the dragoons, who was pres- 
ent, became so enraged over the affair that 
he killed Stahl. Tiechman was transferred 
to another garrison and soon after promoted. 
‘After this the Baron wentto Russia, Be- 
fore coming here he resumed his studies in 
the fatherland and was appointed referenda- 
rius, a clerkship in the Kammer Gericht, or 
law courts, of Berlin, but law became dis- 
tasteful to him and he has joined the diplo- 
matic corps. 

The Wieland also brought over Consul 
Byers, of Zurich, who is on a three months’ 
vacation, and purposes going to Washing- 
ton and the West. Mr. Byers has 
held the Consulship of Zurich for fourteen 
years, under Presidents Grant, Hayes, Gar- 
field, and Arthur. Another passenger is Mr. 
P. Wegert, of Saginaw City, who was on 
the itl-fated Cimbria when she was run down 
and sunk. He and about twenty others clung 
to one of the masts, which rose above the 
water, and remained there for eleven hours, 
when they were taken off by the Dark Dia- 
mond, of Bremen, with petroleum from 
America, and landed at Gestermunde. When 
the sphipwrecked men were rescued onty 
eleven remained on the mast, the remainder 
having been forced to drop off from exhaus- 
tion. 
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THE ERA OF STRIKES. 
CARPENTERS, PLASTERERS, AND PLUMBERS 
WANT MORE PAY. 

New York, April 13.— [Special. I— The 
season of strikes is coming on again. The 


earpenters belonging to the United Order of 


American Carpenters and Joiners, who are 
now receiving $3.25 per day, have deeided to 
demand an increase of 25 cents a day in their 
pay on and after Monday, April 16. They 
also demand that for work on legal holidays 
and overtime the men shall receive double 
pay, and that eignt hours om Saturday shall 
be considered a full day’s work. The union 
controls fully 80 per cent of the carpenters of 
this city. On Saturday night reports will be 
received from all earpenter-shops where 
union men are employed, and if the terms 
demanded by the men are not accepted it is 
said that a strike will be ordered on Monday 
next. The painters, who on the Ist of the 
present month received an inerease of wages 
from $2.50 to 83 per day, are also contemplat- 
ing a demand for a further advance to $3.50 
per day. There is a difference of opinion be- 
tween the members of the union on this 
question. Many, it is said the major- 
ity, are in favor of making the 
demand to take effect on Monday next, or 
May 1 at the latest, while others say that 
there are so many painters out of work that 
they would not be able to carry their point. 
The employers say that they will not listen 
to any proposition for a further increase in 
wages on the part of the painters. Their 
wages were increased 50 cents on the Ist of 
the month, and trade is so slack that empjoy- 
ers can get ail the men they want. at 
this new rate. The plasterers, it is 
said, who are now receiving $4 per 
day next month will make a demand for an 
increase of wages to $4.25 per day. The 
plumbers also are discussing the question of 
un ineréase in wages, but no definit action 
has yet been taken. ‘The bricklayers and 
masons are apparently content with their 
present pay, as there have been no proposi- 
tions made for an increase, The cigarmak- 
ers will on the Ist of May be paid 81 more 
per 1,000 for making cigars, the majority of 
the larger houses in the trade having agreed 
to pay this advance. 


REPARATION, 
WHICH A CATHOLIC PRIEST THOUGHT WAS 
DUE THE AFRICAN BROTHER. 

New York, April 13.—[Special.]—Within 
a few weeks there will be begun in this city 
the erection of achurch for colored people 
who are Roman Catholics. To the warm 
sympathetic nature of the late Father Far- 
rell, pastor of St. Joseph’s Catholic Church, 
on Sixth avenue and West Washington place, 
in this city, this movement is to be solely at- 
tributed.

THE NEW TARIFF. 
A PENDING CASE RELATIVE TO THE DUTY

num. Inthis class of o Postmasters 
now receive $150 per annum and the Govern- 
ment $100. nder the new law the former 
will receive $200 ana the latter nothing. In 
offices where the revenue exceeds that of the 
class last mentioned the Government begins 
to derive revenue. Forinstance: In a post- 
office ‘where the income from the sale of 


| stamps amount to 8400 a year, the Postmas- 


ter now receives $240 and the Government 
8160. Under the new law Postmasters will 
receive $272 and the Government 848. In a 
post-office with an annual revenue of $600 
the Postmaster is now paid $340 and the Gov- 
ernment receives $260. Under the new law 
the Postmaster will receive $368 and the Gov- 
ernment $112. An office with an annual 
revenue of $800 under the present law pays 
Postmasters $440 and the Government 8360. 
Under the new law the same office will pay 
the Postmaster 8400 and tne Government 8180. 
In pust-offices where the annual revenue 


reaches $1,000, the pay ot Postmasters under 


the present and the new law is the same— 
$540: but under the present law the Govern- 
ment receives $460, while under the new 
law it will get * $200. In offices Which 
have an annual income of $1,200, the new 
law will reduee the pay of the Postmaster 
from $640 to $620 and the receipts of the Gov- 
ernment from $560 $340. In offices with the 
annual income of $1,600 the pay of Post- 
masters will be reduced from $800 to 8780, 
and the receipts of the Government frow 
8800 to $500. In offices where the pay of 
Postmasters derived from the sale of stamps 
reaches $800 the income from the rent of 
boxes is usually enough to make the com- 
pensation of the Postmasters 81.000 a year 
and when it reaches that amount the office is 
placed in the third class. The Postmaster is 
then commissioned by the President, with a 
specified salary, and his pay is no longer de- 
termined by the amount of stamps he can- 
ceis. . 

THE NEW TWO-CENT POSTAGE-STAMP. 

Postmaster-General Gresham today ap- 
proved the design for the new two-cent pos- 
tage-stamp. The stamp contains a tablet 
upon which is the profile of Washington, 
similar to that on the present three-cent pos- 
tage-stamp. Surrounding the profile is an 
oval band: in the upper part of the band the 
words ** United States postage’; beneath 
the band a large 2“; and at the extreme 
bottom of the tablet the words “two cents“. 
‘The design will be returned to New York 
for engraving, after which the department 
will decide upon the color to be used. The 
color of the design approved is green. 


SCIENCE, 
ANNUAL SESSION OF TIE NATIONAL ACAD- 
EMY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—The annual 
session of the National Academy of Sciences 
will begin in this city on Tuesday next. The 
meeting is expected to be of more than usual 
interest, for the reason that nine new meu 
bers are to be chosen, a President is to be 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Prot. Rogers, and the members ot 
the academy are to participate in the cere- 
mony of unveiling the statue of Prof. Henry. 
The preparations for this ceremony, which 
will take place on Thursday, the 19th inst., 
are now complete. Among the many dis- 
tinguished officers and scientists invited 
to be present are the President of the United 
States and members of his Cabinet, the 
Justices of the United States Supreme Court, 
a joint committee to represent the Senate ana 
House of Representatives, the diplomatic 
corps, the National Academy of Sciences, 
and the heads of various scientitic bureaus 
and institutions in this and other cities. Tho 
platform upon which the exercises take place 
is to be erected on the south side of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. President Porter, of Yale 
College, will be the orator of the day. Music 
will be furnished by the Philharmonic So- 
ciety and the Marine Band. 


THE STAR-ROUTE TRIAL. 
IT WILL PROBABLY END NEXT WEEK. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—[Special. ] 
—The star-route trial is approaching its end. 
The court has adjourned until Tuesday. It 
is expected that the Government will be able 
to putin all its rebutting evidence on that 
day, and that on Wednesday Mr. Ker will 
commence the argument for the Govern— 
ment. The defendants whe spoke with such 
confidence that they would put all persons 
prominently connected with the defense on 
the stand, and who specially mentioned Bos- 
ler, at the last moment have declined to put 
Bosler on the stand, and the rumor is that 
the reason which controlled the counsel in 
this refusal is that there are statements in 
his book which would result, on cross-exam- 
ination, in damaging disclosufes. The evi- 
dence given today was unimportant. One 
of the witnesses was Dr. James Kerdell of 
South Carolina, a brother of M. C. Rerdetl. 
His evidence was thrown out after much 

cross-firing of counsel. 
APPROPRIATIONS EXHAUSTED. 

It is stated at the Department of Justice 
that the -appropriations for witnesses’ and 
jurors’ fees for the present fiscal year are 
short because of the unusual demands made 
against them up to this date. The avpropri- 
ations for jurors are usually exhausted by 
the ist of July. This year the fund has been 
exhausted earlier because of the long-con- 
tinued sessions of several courts in different 
parts of the country. ‘These prolonged ses- 
sions and consequent increased expenses for 
witnesses and jurors could not be antici- 
pated, otherwise the department would have 
asked Congress at its last session for a deti- 
ciency appropriation to meet them. Al- 
though deficiencies have occurred in these 
appropriations several times heretofore, they 
are usually sufficient for the service. Most 
of the Marshals throughout the country, 
however, have already received from the 
current years an appropriation of sufficient 
money to cover the expenses of conducting 
the courts up to the Ist of July. ; 


ARCHITECT HILL. 

MURCH, OF MAINE, BRINGS SOME CHARGES. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., April 13.— [Special.] — 
Secretary Folger, it is believed, will shortly 
appoint a committee to investigate the 
charges filed against Supervising-Architect 
Ili), These charges are made by ex-Con- 
gressman Murch, of Maine. Most of the in- 
stances cited are old stories which have been 
;epeatedly published. Frauds are charged, 
parfiqniarly infawarding granit contracts, 
and collusion with contractors on Govern- 
ment work, because Mr. Lill changed the 


-old system of 15 per cent payments to the 


present one, which allows, according to Mr. 
Murch, a larger margin of profit. There 
are also ancient statements of 
alleged corrupt operations on the stone 
work of the Chicago public buildings 
which were investigated by a Chicago court 
a year ago. Several letters from .ex-Super- 
Vising Architect Mullett are among the pu- 
pers. Mr. Hill says that he is anxious forthe 
fuilest investigation into all his actions, and 
he hopes that Secretary Folger will not de- 
lay further inappoimting a couunittes,. It 
is not, said he, “very pleasant to have 
charges filed against me, or to be brought 
into such notoriety, but the whole thing is 
ridiculous frum such a souree. Mr. Muren, 
while in Congress, had all the opportunity 
any one could wish forto get an investiga- 
tion, and 1 know he had ali this stuff in his 
ossession, yet we never heard from him. 
le was going to break up the Washington 
exaslignt lobby with the immense amount of 
evidence that he had gathered, but when 
Conxress gave him a committee he backed 
down.”’ 
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ON THE BLACK-LIST. 

THE PORTABLE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
Wastixetron, D. C., April 13.—|Special.] 
—The Post-Oflice Department has ordered 
that the Portable Electric Light Company, of 
22 Water street, Boston, advertised exten- 
sively throughout the country, be placed on 
the fraud-list, and that all money-orders and 
registered letters addressed to thein be re- 
turned to the senders, This action of the de- 
partment is the outcome of letters from 
Charles B. Barrett, Post-Oflice Inspector at 
Philadelphia, who reports the following 
facts: Delles, a cierk in the Philadelphia 
Post-Oflice, saw the advertisement of 
the Portable Electric Light Company 
on the cover ot the postal guide. He 


ordered a machine and paid $4 for it. He 
expected to got au illuminator, but received 
only a lighter for cigars, etc. Mr. Barrett 
was notified by the department to examine 
the machine in question in order that he 
might be able to advise the department 
whether the machine is substantially what it 
is represented to be. To this inquiry he re- 
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plied that he had examined the advertise- 
ulars „ and from 
any © 
that 
machine’ advertised was an illumina- 
tor, and even though the company 
be given the benefit of every doubt, and it 
should be allowed that the reader would con- 
strue the advertisement to refer to an electric 
“lighter,” there is an apparent scheme to 
defraud; for from the testimony of three 
different purchasers they are worthless even 
as lighters. The letter cites the fact thata 
Mr. Heiss, of Philadelphia, believmge them 
to be illuminators, purchased a supply, for 
which he paid the company $75; that he soon 
discovere them to be of no value, 
and he could not offer them forsale. The 
Portable Electric Light Company decline 
however, to either return him his money or 
take back the machines. Upon this evi- 
dence the department acted as above stated. 
TWO OTHERS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—Postmaster- 
General Gresham today placed upon the 
fraud-list the Industrial Works, of New 
Philadelphia, O., and the Union ‘Trust Com- 
pany, of St. Louis. These firms will here- 
after be denied the facilities of the United 
States mail so far as money-orders and regis- 
tered packages are concerned. 


RECEPTION 
BY POSTMASTER-GENERAL GRESHAM. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., April 13.—-Postmas- 


ter-General Gresham held an informal -re 


ception this evening at the house of Minister 
Foster. It was largely attended. Many In- 
dianians$ resident in Washington and mem- 
bers of the Indiana Republican Association 
were present. The callers were numerous, 
the reception lasting from 8 until 10 
o'clock, during which time the parlors were 
thronged with visitors, many of them ladies.

H. M. HUTCHINSON DYING. 

There is little prospect of the recovery of 
H. M. lintchinson, of the Alaska Seal Com- 
pany. His death may be momentarily ex- 
pected. 

ARCTIC RELIEF EXPEDITION, 

The enlisted men who are to form a part of 
the Arctic relief expedition are taking daily 
exercise ina heavy whale-boat on the Poto- 
mac. The signal service is greatly embar- 
rassed at the discovery of the fact that it will 
not be practicable to pay their wages out of 
the War-Department fund, and the relief ex- 
pedition is likely to be crippled. 

ANNIVERSARY OF THE AMERICAN FLAG. 

There was a peculiar anniversary at a pri- 
vate house here today. It was the celebra- 
tion of the 65th birthday of the present 
American flag. The celebration occurred at 
the house ot Col. Sam C. Reid, the son of 
Capt. Samuel C. Reid, who commanded the 
private armed brig Gen. Armstrong. It was 
not until 1818 that the flag in its present 
frame was definitly decided upon and the 
design of Capt. Reid was adopted by Con- 
gress, and on April 13. 1818, it was hoisted 
for the first time at the National Capitol. 

TIE MANNING-CHALMERS CASE CLOSED. 

The testimony in the Mannme-Chalmers 
case has closed, Mr. Manning having decided 
not to propound the cross-interrogatories to 
the Attorney-General, as had been intended. 
Mr. Manning before leaving stated that he 
was entirely satisfied with the case as it 
Stood, and that he was confident he would be 
able to impeach the statement of the “Attor- 
nejy-Generai that Chalmers had not been em- 
ployed for a purely political purpose. 

JUDGE GRESHAM’S SUCCESSOR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13.—It is ru- 
mored that Judge Frazier, of indiana, who 
was one of the Commissioners to settle the 
Alabama claims, will be appointed to suc- 
eeed Postmaster-General Gresham as United 
States District Judge. 

TREASURY RULING. 

Secretary Folger has made a ruling that 
the portion of the act of Feb. 8, 1875, which 
imposes a duty on tin cans containing fish 
that are entitled to free admission under the 
Washington treaty with Great Britain re- 
mains in force, notwithstanding the fact that 
it was not incorporated in the new Tarif 
act. Ile decided that this ruling is also ap- 
plicable to grain-bags of foreign manufact- 
ure exported filled with American wheat 
and which return empty, free entry for 
which is allowed by the act of 1875. The new 
Taritf act makes no reference to this subject. 
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THE RIVERS, 


The Mohawk and the Hudson Serious- 
ly Swoeollen—Fearful Fioods in Can- 
ada. 

Troy, N. TV., April 13.—|Special.]—The 
Mohawk and Hudson Kivers are seriously 
swollen by the melting of the vast quantities 
of snow and ice in the north woods. The 
Cohoes Knitting-Mills have been obliged 
to suspend, and 5,000 people are out of em- 
ploywent. At Troy the wharves are sub- 
merged and navigation is continued with 
difficulty. The boat from New York could 
not unload its freight last night, and was 
obliged to return it the metropolis. The 
strong tide carried the steamer against a 
bridge,.and the vessel also collided with and 
sunk a canabboat. The damage was $2,000, 

BI. LOowSs Fal. LS, Vt., April 13.—The river 
is eating away the banks, aud a large force of 
men are at work endeavoring to save the 
am and abuttments of the Sullivan Railroad 
bridge. If the abuttments to go the entire 
water-power becomes useless and the 
Village of North Walpole is endangered. 
Both trestles of ‘the bridges at Barre June- 
ion and Sabin’s Crossing were carried away. 
The rain last night was the heaviest since 
October, and the snow is melting rapidly. The 
mills and river track near Montpelier are 
threatened. The reads over the Orange 
Hills are impassable. The bridge near 
Surel, Que., on the Northeastern Division of 
the Southeastern Railway, was carried away. 
The bridge cost about $25,000, 

MipNIGUT—A seeming change in the eur- 
reut, with a strong undertow, is cutting into 
the sandy bank about fifty feet above the 
east-end of the bridge and the end of the 
dain, about half way between the two. Dur- 
ing the day tue walter cut about twenty-tive 
feet into the bank sixty feet in length ana is 
making rapid advances tonight. The danger 
is great and the prospective damage heavy. 
In cutting down the trees to protect the bank 
of the river the telegraph-wires were broken 
and communication to the north was cut. 

Norru ‘Troy, Vt., April 13.—The warm 
Weather has caused a freshet in this section. 
‘The roads are submerged and several bridges 
carried away. ‘The water is still rising. 

OTTAWA, Ont., April 13.— The ice in the 
Rideau Kiver this afternoon carried away 
the house of Mrs. Laframboi, at the foot of 
Bottellere street, and the woman was crushed 
lo death. Many houses on we bank were 
abandoned, Inu five minutes the water rose 
three feet. The freshet is the severest in the 
memory of the oldest ihhabitant. The track 
of the St. Lawretice & Ottawa Railway is 
submerged. St. Patrick’s Bridge, valued at 
$15,000, was swept away by the freshet. 
Cummings Bridge, further up the river, isin 
great danger. 

Sr. CATHARINES, Ont., April 13.—By a se- 
rious break in ue mill-race of the Hydraulic 
Race Company, fifty. feet of the bank was 
carried away, part of the foundation of the 
batting factory undermined, and a frame 
building turned over. 

Sr. Llyacinrux, Que. April 13.—The 
Yamoska River is rising. The dum and bridge 
were carried away. ‘The damage is already 
840.000. The town is inundated and the in- 
habitants are leaving the dwellings in boats 
frow the upper windows. The dam supyply- 
ing the water-power to the milis has given 
way. Over 100 houses are filled with water 
in the lower flats. All the goods were de- 
stroyed, The loss cannot be estimated.

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CANADIAN NEWS. 


The Object of Sir Charles Tupper’s 


Removal to England Ex- 
plained. 


1 Man Who for Years Has Been 


Virtually’ the Ruler of 
Canada. 


Prepafations for His Advancement to the 
Office Now Held by Sir John 
g Macdonald. 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 10.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, |—The telegraph has already an- 
nounced the approaching retirement of the 
Canadian Minister of Railways and Canals, 
Sir Charles Tupper. There are many cir- 
cunistances about the man and about the po- 
sition he holds and that he is to hold to make 
his retirement a matter of general interest. 
It is announced that Sir Charles is to go to 
London to sueceed Sir Alexander Galt as 
Canada’s chief representative in Great 
Britain. He has already given up his 
house in this city, and is ready to. start 
on his trip across the Atlantic as soon 
as the present session of the Canadian Par- 
liament is over. Some change in his position 


was absolutely necessary, for now that tne | 


work of building the Canadian Pacitic Road 
has been handed over to a company, Canada 
has no particular use for a Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals. It is said that Sir Charles 
is sadly in need of rest, but it may safely be 
stated that he goes to England for much the 
same reason that U. 8. Grant took his trip 
around the world—to advertise him as candi- 
date for a lofty position. 
VIRTUALLY CANADA’S RULER. 


Tupper is in name the second man in 
Canada today, and, as in many respects he 
rules his one superior, he is practically the 
ruler of the country. What he wants is the 
position and the name to make his suvereign- 
ty supreme. The one man above Tupper 
is Sir John Macdonald. Sir John is head of 
the Conservative party, and, through that 
party. he rules the people of the Dominion 
as absolutely as though he had been crowned 
despot. He has been in power nearly all his 

litical life—about thirty years—and 
tis time now to think of arranging for his 
successor. Tupperis the chosen man, and 
the preparations for his induction into office 
have been begun. It has long been a matter 
of newspaper discussion who would sue- 
ceed ' the chieftain.“ There were only two 
men in Canada who stood any chance in the 
race. Besides Tupper was Sir Leonard Til- 
ley, the Minister of Finance. These men sit 
one vn either side of Sir John in Parliament, 
and each seems to share his full confidence. 
But now that the talk has been given such 
point by the announcement of Tupper’s 
retirement, it is recollected by all that in a 
speech made some four years ago Sir John 
spoke of Tupper as his right, hand man and 
named him as his successor. 

CRITICISM OF SIR JOHN, 

Abuse of Sir John Macdonald has been the 
regular occupation of a generation of jour- 
nalists on the other side of politics. He has 
given them every opportunity, for his faults 
(politically) are without number. He has 
thriven under abuse, however, and now com- 
mands a two-to-one majority in both the 
House of Commons and the Senate, of men 
who glory in obeying his slightest behest. 

Next to Sir John, his first lieutenant, Sir 
Charles ‘Tupper, has the doubtful honor of 
being the best abused inan in Canada. In 
fact, in one respect he outvies his chief. 
None have ever said that Macdonald took a 
bribe for his vote; they have accused Tupper 
over and over again of being corrupt to the 
heart, and many a good man in Canada 
believes that Tupper sold his country 
to the Canadian Pacific monopollsts to satis- 
ty a vulgar, grasping avarice that ought to 
have been sated by his stealings of years be- 
fore. On the other band, Tupper has the 
warmest friends that it is possible for man 
to have, and the purest patriot that ever 
lived appears no purer in their eyes than be. 

TUPPER’S GREAT WORK. 

The crowning act of Tupper’s life so far, 
and that by which he will probably be known 
in history, is the establishment of he 
nadian Faecific Railway Company, probably 
the most gigantie monopoly that the civilized 
world has known, Imagine a com- 
pany endowed by Government with 
over $60,000,000 of cash or its equivalent, 
25,000,000 acres of land to be chusen from 
halfacontinent of the finest soil that lies 
outdoors, authority to enter upon any busi- 
ness they please, from running a railroad to 
tratlickius in furs, exemption from taxation 
tor twenty years, and, to crown all, an abso- 
lute monopoly of the carrying-trade of a ter- 
ritory almost as large as the United States, 
with practically no limit to the tolls to 
be charged. The Government said 
that it was absolutely necessary in the inter- 
est of the people and in order to secure the 
construction of the road from ocean to ocean 
to grant this tremendous franchise. It is to 
be hoped they were right, for if they were 
wrong they will have a tremendous blunder 
to regret. 

A MAN OF INDIVIDUALITY. 

Sir Charles Tupper is a mau of decided in- 
dividuality. When he began his political 
career he was a young man with no ad- 
vantages except education sufiicient to 
qualify him for a medical doctor’s degree, 
a towering ambition, a will which nothing 
could resist, and some talent for politics. In 
the old days before the Canadian Confedera- 
tion he threw in his fortunes with the Con- 
servative party of his native Province of 
Nova Scotia. The party was without or- 
ganization, almost without hope. ‘The Gov- 
ernment of that day was strongly in- 
trenched in power. 
seph Howe, one of the greatest men that 
British North America has produced, a 
statesman of a high order, anc an or- 
ator who has been frequently heard in 
Boston and New York, whose critics ranked 
him very near to Webster and Clay. Howe 
was the idol of th® vast majority of Nova 
Scotians, and attempts to defeat and drive 
him from power had all failed until ‘Tupper 
appeared. ‘The Conservatives felt that a 
leader had been raised up for them; they fell 
into line at his back, and in a few years 
the Ministry was routed. The ques- 
tion of union with the other Provinces 
came up. Howe opposed the scheme. 
Tupper upheld it, and the House at his 
direction deciared in favor of the scheme. 
The people having had no chance tg pro- 
nounce upon the question felt that this was 
an attempt to dragoon them into supportuig 
the Union, and at the following general elec- 
tion they not only turned out the Govern- 
ment but they sent an almost solid repre- 
sentation of anti-Unionists, with Joe 
Howe at their head, to the first 
Dominion Parliament, Tupper alone be- 
ing returned to uphold the cause 
of Union. The anti-Uuioutsts sent a deputa- 
tion to England to induce the Imperial Par- 
liament to amend the Confederation act so 
far as Nova Scotia was concerned, and they 
almost succeeded. Supper kept his course, 
and today his native Province is virtually 
his vassal. he man who could by sheer 
force of will conquer half a million people 
could do anything. Tupper took high rank 
in the first Government of the Dominion. 
When, in 1872, it became known 
that they had sold the Canadian 
Pacitic Railway to a company, and had used 
the money to buy up the electors like slaves, 
the people rose against mem, and Tupper 
shared the fate of expulsion which followed. 
Tilley had seen the storm coming and had 
had himself comfurtably fixed for a five 
years’ term as Lieutenant- Governor of his 
own Province of New Brunswick, an office 
to which the incumbents are appointed by 
the Government. 

NEITHER COWED NOR SHAMED. 


The Ministry and their followers were 
shamefaced and disorganized. ‘They had 
been caught in a vast political crime, and 
their leader, Sir John Macdonald, had had to 
acknowledge that he was a curruptionist and 
a political bandit before a Parliamentary 
committee of investigation. Tupper was the 
one man who was neithercowed nor shamed. 
Macdonald wanted only a chance to retire, 
und some of his followers would have been 
Flad to see him do so. Tupper knew 
that “the Chieftain” was invaluabie 
to che party—that to lose him was to make 
fifteen or twenty years of agitation necessary 
to retrieve their position. He encouraged 
Sir John to come to the front, again, and Sir 
Jobn consented. Tupper pushed all before 
him. In five years the Reform Government. 
which assumed office in 1873 had to appeal 
to the. people. They came back witha beg- 
garly show of supporters, while Lupper's 
party achieved suci a victory as the history 
vf British Awerica records in no ower case. 

Tupper has since retained his high posi- 
tien. He leaves Canada now for rest“ and 
to fill a sphere in When his friends hope he 
will do more than ever to advance the inter- 
esis of his native country, There are 
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concerns, and that, 
whom he succeeds, has been

He 
began with a historical retrospect, in which 
he said that the success of our Revolutionary 
arms bestowed upon mankind a continent to 
which.Priaces were strangers,and where the 
divinity of kingship was laughed to scorn by 
nature’s majesty. Force and law were made 
one, and the power of government was with 
the right of government—in the hands of the 
people. The opportunity gained by arms 
was not lost like that of Cromwell in dissen- 
sion or smothered by habits. Wisdom and

tion—-that most blessed work conceived of 
America was not

expected from human nature and 
the history of men, it hoids today, as then, 
marking the aristocratic greed fot special 

rivileges to classes against the democrati+ 
ove of common humanity, demanding equal 
privileges for all. On the one hand were 
those who distrusted the people, and favored 
a strong, centralized form ot . republican 
goverument; on the other hand were those 
who believed in the people, and regarded the 
institutions of government as valuable only 
lhasmuch as they subserved the common 
weiltare of equal humanity. The latter 
forined a popular party, whose foremost ban- 
ner was flung to the breeze by the band that 
pened the Declaration of dependence 
‘or halfa century after the Presidency of 
Thomas Jefferson that party bore with gi- 
gahntie ease the new world upon its shoul- 
ders. He told of how by its guidance the 
Republic extended her dominion; how works 
of improvement proceeded without | Over- 
shadowing corporations or depletion of the 
Nation’s Treasury, and how equality in liv- 
erty kept pece with material prosperity, 

Then came a fearful tornado which left the 
laws of liberty arid happiness scattered uvon 
its track. Hate and passion outveted every 
sentiment, and demagogs pressed the bellows 
when the embers cooled. Conspiraey in va- 
rious shapes has since aimed its secret ma- 
chinations at the dearest privileges of a free 
peovjle. it has strangled the popular voice, 
perverted the Federal agency, and corrupted 
legislation for the use of classes and monopo- 
lies, to the enormous acquisition by a few 
of the truits of labor of the people. 
The Republic could afford to pay in life and 
wealth for the extinetion of slavery and for 
perpetual security to the Union, but it can- 
not afford the additional waste of the safe- 
guards of liberty. It will not availto speak 
of the faults of the Demee katie party of 
twenty years ago; it has profited by the uses 
of adversity. g 

There must be a change of sentiment and a 
change of methods. ‘The controversies of 
the War are usetul only in their teachings of 
errors to avold. The concentrated energy of 
ali the best of every political complexion will 
be required to overthrow the forms of error 
and wrong. The germ oi the political asso- 
clauon whieh #s necessary must lie 
with the party in opposition. Its 
blossom and truitage will spring 
from the hearts and minds of the whole 
people.

They 
ure fastened upon ail parties, ali classes and con- 
ditions. It is a conspiracy against the people 80 
comprehenstve that every community boids its 
agents, so potential that Congress bus obeyed it 
for more than twenty years. There stauds the 
enemy, there lies the battictield, and there the 
battle is at band! I give you joy in the pros- 
pect of it! The foe js sturdy and detiant. 
From their ramparts of riches, piled 
in menacing muss, the lords of the tari 
prociaitn their purpose and power to maintain 
that sum ot financial villainy, protective taxa- 
tion. With skiliful inzenuity they Rave ligtt- 
ened other burdens to make this tore secure, 
and they fill tne air with sophistries. The sin- 
pie question is, Is it right or is it wrong? For, if 
wrong, it robs the industrious, weaith-producing 
workers of this country of more than 850.000.000 
of their earnings every year to fill the chests of 
a favored class. It wrong,it is a stupéndous 
Wroug. All the doctrines and traditions of de- 
moecracy, springing from the soil of liberty, cry 
out against it! It is Beresy, false and perni- 
cious, that our millions must labor in forest and 
field, in counting-room and office, to main- 
tuin auy Glass Of manufacturers under pre- 
tense of pampering auy form of indus- 
try. The spoil enriones only the few mas- 
ters, enervates labor, and strikes enterprir« 
witb paralysis. With every material native tv 
our soil, our manufacturers, with profitable ad- 
venture, ought to fill our own ships, Manued by 
our den hardy seamen, with products for every 
buying country on the globe. But what do we 
see? Our exports are mostiy from the farm and 
mine, eurried in the ships of free-trade Eu- 
lan 4, Our manufacturing industries, fitted 
und limited only to our fictitious market, with 
prices upbeld by force of legislation, are in a 
state of intermittent fever—now stimulated to 
overproduction, then gasping with stagnation— 
White the excellent avecathons of sbhipburiding 
and navigation, which Ougbt to tpruisp wanly 
industry to bundreds of thousands, Inuguish in 
decay. The tariff isa form of slavery not less 
batetul because the whip is not exposed. No 
tree people ean or will bear it. There is but 
one course. Tue plau of protective robbery 
must be utterly eradicated trom every law for

“The Statesman of Monticello” Re- 
sponse ot James A. Brodhead. 

James O. Brodhead responded to the toast 
“The Statesman of Monticello.“ It might 
be said of Jefferson, he remarked, if he was 
not the ehief architect,. he at least laid the 
foundation stone of the Republic. The 
prime object of government, as declared by 
bim, was to secure the rights of the in- 
dividual—not the rights of the majority of 
those composing the social compact, nor of 
a class, nor of the State as representing the 
interests of the greatest number, but of each 
individual, that all might be  protecied 
inthe exercise of their rights. The whole 
history of his life was in accord with this 
sentiment—politioal equality and individual 
freedom. His idea wa» the liberty of Me in- 
dividual, the independenc of the States in a 
Federal Unjon, which, wider his theory, was 
capable ot indefinit expansion. The world 
had yet to learn and fully appreciate the 
services he rendered to the cause of human 
right. (Applause, if we had tallen 
short of the principles laid down by our 
fathers, it was not the fault of the syste, 
but of the men called upon to operate it, 
and, primarily, of those from Whom tie 
power to operate it was derived. What we 
needed to preserve the institutions our

For in its place, from tbe four 
quarters ef the earth, the activities, the ener- 
gies, the busy present, and the throbbing tut- 
ure of mankind have run togecher, thrilling 
aiong athbonsand wires, bridging two oceans, 
spannmg with iron the Old Worid and the New, 
to evoke into beim another and u grander Chi- 
cago. These miles of palaces and warehouses 
frouting this great idland sea, stately and solid 
as the hundred-guted Thebes, bring and cres- 
cent as the leaves of Spring; who galied them 
into being? 

Everybody has made Chicago. What man, 
wise above his fcllows, plauned it? What states- 
mah built it uP by fostePing laws? 

Thomas Jeiferson did not invent the Demo- 
cratic party; did not shape or manipulate it 
to his own purposes.

protective taxes is derived from the revenue

The enduring greatness of our country is 
founded upon what is reully elevated and great 
in the minds and hearts of our people. Let us 
never forget that we have embarked our hopes 
upon trust, and not upon distrust, iu numan 
muture; upoh What it contalns of strength and 
worth, and pot upob its weakness and depravi- 
ty: upon the belief that the instinct of seit- 
preservation left free to recoil from uutural and 
necessary errors and mistakes will not repeat 
them; and that, with free and recurrent oppor- 
tunities for popular elections, misconduct in 
ruters and mistakes in public policies can and 


will be correcied and remedied, under the peuce- 


ful, orderly, and effective forms of law. 

And can We be mistaken In thé présent indi- 
cationg so manifest and abundant, that we ure 
soon tA witness in the election of 1884 a splendid 
and potential proof of popular wisdutn and pow- 
er to redress grievances, retorm unwise policies, 
rebuke corruption, and purify and strengthen 
populur institudeus; by driving out of tue tem- 
ple of our liberties the mercenary and machine 
puliticians—who have betrayed popular trust 
aud disgraced and degraded the administration 
of our Governwent? 

Gentlemen, the era which includes our re- 
time is one of remarkable, almost incrédible, 
combination of the results of ioveution in the 
production of material wealth. The rapid ana 
jaetie distribution of that wealth and the bring- 
ing of the whoie world into such close and iuti- 
mute relation that ail former conditions of 
human interdourse are @hanged, and. problems 
bewildering in number and importance are pre- 
sented to our view. 

Never in human history was the creation of 
material wealth so eusy, and 80 Miurvelously 
abundunt. Its consolidation, under the forms 
of incorporation, is creating vast units of power 
„hic result in monopoties, and mvsorb and over- 
throw iudividual aud independent rivairies. 
Herein are dangers it will behoOove us gravely to 
contemplate, and consider what forces shall be 
summoned to cuuuteract them. The great 
question which attends this Creation of weulth 
is: What will you do with it? 

The Greek called men duthropos—“ one with 
face turped upward.”” And what sball be the 
use of all our Wealth-creating inventions if they 
do not turn mand face Upward, and create a 
higher rauge of personal feeling, ambition, and 
auction tur vur peupié ? 

Shall not the possessor of wealth bring not 
merely luxury, culture, and refinement, Vat also 
a high spirit of beneticunee euided by justive, 
and justice adorned with the garlands of be- 
neveiepce? 

Sunli we wot encourage mankind to higher 
ends by advancing to pubiiec power oniy the 
wise, the hovorabic. and the true, und turning 
wito disdain from time-servers, demugogs, und 
piutocrats of out time, whe sneer at d‘sinter- 
ested efforts and honest attetupts to purify and 
retorm our eil serviee, and believe the best 
route to success fg a star route?” 

Shall we not multipiy our charities and lift 
from the weak and unfortunate of our species 
“their portion of that weight. ot cure that 
crushes into dumb despair oue-half the human 
race?’ 

Snull we not, beginning with individual per- 
ceptions of what is just and nobie in iife, put 
thuse perceptions iuto action, expand thein iuto 
the community, and Hualiy make them the gov- 
erning terces Of our country? 

The essentiah integer of our country, the sem- 
inal principle of Awerican Government, the 
germ of ovr gréatoess es u people is the inde- 
pendent, feuriess, individual mau; the founder 

beud of the family, whose eucial and polit- 
ical influence eniarges itseif from the rumily 
idto the State. For the family is the birthplace 
and nursery of the fireside virtues. Home- breed 
—bred at home. Honor, trututulness aud cour- 
age, self-denial and medesty, charity and hon- 
esty—these are the qualities whick eglarge their 
influences from the house to the neighborhood 
unt they permeate the communis, pervade 
the State, and public sentimeut at last becomes 
imbued wit dhe spirit of personal worth and 
integrity. 

In the ultimate settlement of the vest af- 
fairs of pations these are the qualities upon 
which men must reiy for gafety ahd good order, 
and under the form of government we have 
adopted the need for thefr cultivation and as- 
cenddney seems greater even than eisewhere. 
They must be represented somewhere in our 

ent. fore, Whether you call it 
Sve or home-rule, I am deep- 
impressed with the necessity for its restora- 
ih fall foree ia the 1 „ 
streugth and ty 0 union as weil as 
8 Bilker state of which that uvion is 
com posed, and u whose integrity it depends;

Centralization of power aud action is the ob- 
vious result of the iaventlon of steam and te! 
graphy, and the sutety of our popular institd- 
dons demands decentralization—distribucien of 
power, and its exercise for local self-govern- 
ment by those whose daily lives and interests 
are to be effected by it. Home-rule, or jocai. 
self-government, is the right and a necessity for 
the American citizen—and it is the intent and 
meaning of our written constitution and union. 

The strength of a State rests upon the number 
of upright. independent, self-reliant, self-re- 
specting individuals it contains; and, under cur 
democratic theories of government, all iava- 
sions of individual freedom of conscience and 
action. not essential for the preservation of so- 
cial order, and the protection of individual and 
public rights, ure uowise and unwarranted. 

All tendencies of segialation which, ignoring 
individual responsibilits, substitute govern- 
mental control in matters social and personal, 
tends to weaken the powers of the individual, 
and, enfeebling them by disuse, to lessen their 
agevey in goudigovernment. In this mischiev- 
ous substitution of governmental power in mat- 
ters sociul and personal lies the objection to 
sumptuary laws, interference with conscience 
in social and religious affairs, invasion of the 
domain of private opinion and personal liberty, 
which seeks to impose penalties for anticipated 
acts and otfenses yet uncommitted. 

This spirit of unwise aud unjust interference 
by the Government is the objecnon to laws 
which, under the name of taxation, favor ber- 
tain classes of occupation at the cost of the 
Others, and abridge that freedom of contract 
and commercial intetcourse Which an enlicht- 
ened and enlarged senso of seif-intereat should 
control. 

It is, in fact, the principle of socialism, of 
com munisin, of paternal overran by the Gov- 
ernment, substituted for tadividual endeavor, 
guided by intelligent self-interest, and re- 
é6trained by individual conscience. 

it is to promote the bealthy sentiment and 
habit of seif-reliant manbeood that the Demo- 
cratic party throughout the United States insist 
upon the fullest degree ot individual liberty uf 
conscience and action consistent with public 
safety and the rights of others; and for wat 
reason we deprecate all unnecessary interfer- 
enee with the rights of local seif-goveroment, 
und all class legislation by the General Govern- 
ment, which assumes guardianship and protes- 
tion over the business of the private citizen, 
and functions of control over matters of do- 
mestic and local interest. 

We must caretuliy and jealousiy insist that 
the true germ and real basis of the gredtness of 
our country should not be obseured aud over- 
looked, and public control allowed over matters 
properly belonging to private jurisdiction. We 
need this as a check upon the centralizing influ- 
ences, the consolidation ot Wealth and power, 
and the tyranny of party organization, ali of 
w tend to wither individual manhood and 
cof™@eience, anc absolve men from the sense of 
persoual duty and obligation. 

Therefore, let us join in che séntiment, “ Our 
Country.“ Muy the admiutstration of its Gov- 
érnument be intrusted only to those who love 
each member of the Union, and respect equally 
the rights of each and the rights of all. 

And may we ever comprehend that our coun- 
try’s greatness consists not inthe wealth of its 
inhabitants, nor the extent of its dominion, but 
in the fitness of its people to maintain justiee, 
liberty, and conscientious maubood through the 
agency ot popular self-goverument. 


“The Constitution“ —Respouse by Ly- 
man Trumball,.* | 

Responding to the toast, “ The Constitu 
tion,” Judge Trumbull said devotion to the 
Constitution had always been a cardinal 
principle with Democrats, Under the be- 
nign influence/ of the Constitution the 
American people have been prosper- 
ous without parallel in the his- 
tory of man. Constitutions emanated 
from the supreme power, which in this eoun- 
try was the people, who limited their power 
to the servants selected to wield its power, 
and reserved to themselves the right to 
change it whenever they deemed it neces- 
sary. Some of its provisions had been per- 
verted, and in this connection the speaker 
referred to electoral campaign of 18iéina 
manner which was warwly applauded. 

It was not the design of the framers of 
the Constitution that one man should be 
made rich at the expense of another. The 
people of this country would not submit to a 
uirect tax levied upon them to ralse mone 
to pay to the man who makes Salt 
or who mines copper, and every duty that 
was imposed simply for protection was noth- 
ing more nor less than a tax laid upon the 
people for some such purpose.

The Federal authorities claimed that they 
were the exclusive eet of the powers 
granted by the Constitution, To give such 
power to any set of men was extremely 
dangerous to any community.

His part was to asdist in mak- 
ing America free. The form of government 
actuaily adopted was not precisely, in ail its 
details, what he preferred, but the pefvaaive 
power residing fh its principles was such that, 
with his euidance, it wrought tho desired ro- 
sult. It becanie—it is—it will remain if his 
disciples are put in power, an in- 
disoluble union of indestructible States.“ 
u Republic of sovereign States 
one @ to all the world and all federal concerns;

In that simple statement lay the whole es- 
sence of legislation in regard to all sorts of 
American industries; and the idea that the 
prosperity of this country or any part of it 
was due to the  (fostermg care of 
a paternal and protective system was 
thorouahly opposed, in his judgment, 
to the whole genius and spirit of our insti- 
tutions. The next Presidential campzizn 
was approfcliing, aud the question presented 
itself squarely for heir cottsiderauon: Were 
they going to tigiit he campalzu for prin- 
ciple or for plunder? ‘They should 
zu into it with the eonviction and 
impress it upon the people that the present 
tarifl was unjust, and unequat, and contrary 
to the principles which Jefferson ensirined 
in the Deciaration of Independence, and 
which were the birthright of every American 
citizen. What he meant by a tarifi for 
revenue only was ong which bore equally 
upon all classes of the community.

THE REV. GEORGE H. PEAKE. 


ACTION OF THE COUNCIL HELD TO PASS ON 
HIS RESIGNATION, 

A meeting of a Congregational Church Coun- 
cil, consisting of pastors, ministers, and dele- 
gates from the various Congregational churches, 
was held in the Leavitt Street Congregational 
Church yesterday afternoon to consider the res- 
ignation uf the Rev. George H. Peake, and con- 
tirm the dissolution of his pastoral charge of 
the Leavitt Street Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Lloyd, Scribe to the council, 
called the meeting to order, after which Dr. 
Little was appointed Moderator. 

Mr. A. O. Hall, a Deacon and Trustee of the 
church, who had been chosen to represent it at 
the meeting, read a number of documents re- 
lating to the resignation and subsequent action 
of the congregation. The ürst of these was the 
pastor’s letter to the church, dated April 1, 
stating his wish to resign at the earliest possi- 
ble date, The report of the church committee, 
dated April 9, was to the effect that, in compll- 
ance with the earnest wishes of the pastor and 
with very much sorrow and regret, the commit- 
tee had accepted the resignation, which was to 
take effect from the löth inst. A _ resolution, 
which had been presented by the Trustees and 
unanimously adopted by the congregation, to 
give Mr. Peake $1,000 was also read. 

After the reading of the ‘reports Mr. Peake 
delivered a brief address, in which be said that 
a number of causes combined bad made this a 
suitable period for him to retire for a time from 
active service. He had been 4a pastor for twenty- 
three years, the last seven of which he had been 
in charge of this church, and he felt he needed

ake the step on his part a judicious one. 
THE COUNCIL’S REPORT. 

The council then retired and prepared the fol- 
lowing report: 

In view of the resignationof the Rey. George H. 
Peake of his pastoral charye of the Leavitt Street 
Congregational Church, und acceptance thereof by 
the church, we advise the disso!u.ion of this pustoral 
relation, the same to take effect the i5th of April. We 
are happy to recognize the unanimous and cordial 
interest of the church in their retiring pastor as 
evinced by their emphatic resolutions of affection 
and esteem and the substantia! testimonial they ten- 
der him. in reaching this result we desire wo put 
upon record our personal regard for Mr. Peake as a 
sincere and consecrated minister of the Gospel and 
our cordial desire for his health and successful prose- 
cution of the wurk of the ministry in whatever church 
the providence of God may cali him to labor. We 
tender our ton new to the church now left without 
an under-shepherd, Our appreciation of their gen- 
erosity to their retiring pastor, and we invoke on 
their behalf the guidance of the Great Head wf the

They say that while the pastor has not 
been in any way responsible fer these dissen- 
sions, they have had an influence in discou - 
ing him, and their tendency bas been to spiit the 
church into factions and abate the interest in 
its legitimate work.

THE OBELISK. 

A Buffalo manufacturer of lime and cement, 
Mr. Cummings, says that he has examined the 
Egyptian obelisk in Ceatral Park, New York, and 
finds that it is pot natural stone, as has been gen- 
erally believed, but rather a mass of concrete 
composed of pieces of granit from the size of a 
walnut down to that of wheat. These stones 
are mixed with some bituminous matter not 
unlike asphaltum, and the stones and aspba!tum 
are mixed with bydraulic lime containing clay. 
The thinness of the lime shows, acco to Mr. 
Cammings, that the men who made obelisk 
knew how to wake concrete. The hie 
must have been formed by fastening 
the inside of the box into which the e 
was pluced, every letter being made to draw. 
The obelisk can be carried up by thie process at 
the rate of about a foot a day, and can be ex- 
actly reproduced now at an estimated cost of 
615. There is no doubt that it will last for 
ages, which would not be the case if Roman be- 
ment instead of hydraulic lime had been used.

LITERATURE. 
The Life and Times of William 
Culien Bryant. 


A Life of George Eliot Inaugurates the 
Famous-Women Series, 


Mr. Froude Furnishes His Admirers a 
Volume of Essays. 


Oliver Orenwell Finds a New and Dis- 
c:iminating Biographer. 


Tue Life of Wiillam Cullen Bryant. 

Mr. Parke Godwin, the son-in-law of the late 
William Cullen Bryant, has compiled a life 
of the poet-editor, which is published in two 
square octavo volumes, and is to be supple- 
mented by four more volumes containing 
Mr. Bryant’s poems and addresses. For the 
most part the author has permitted the sub- 
ject of his work to tell his own story in ex- 
tracts from his correspondence. With all 
Mr, Godwin’s ability; however. he has failed 
to produce a work of general interest. Not 
that it is a dull work by any means, but the 
character of Bryant was such that he failed 
to draw around him a large elrele of human 
interests. He was a poet; but the scope of 
his muse was narrow, and, except perhaps 
as a word-painter of Nature’s varying moods, 
he has been excelied by many. Even in his 
poetry the work of his matured years shows 
little advance over that of his early youth, 
and his “Thanatepsis” still marks 
the highest point attained in his flights 
of song. Again, Mr. Bryant was exclusive 
in his tastes and associations, and with 
a legion of acquaintances had few intimate 
friends. Thus his correspondents—whose 
letters might be of value to the biographer 
as indices of the writer’s inner thoughts and 
feelings—were limited to two or three; and 
the letters contributed by these seem as a 
whole of little public interest. The topics 
treated are limited, and apt to be mere veria- 
tions on the common theme of praise of the 
poet by worshipers of his genius. As 
an editor, Bryant was devoted to the 
maintenance of National interests, and for 
more than fifty years at the head ofa daily 
journal; yet his letters contributed nothing 
to political history. Outside of a small cir- 
cle Mr. Bryant seems to have really had very 
little interest in anything or anybody. 
Yet ‘Mr. Bryant’s life deserved to be 
written, and, all things considered, he 
was fortunate in his biographer. In litera- 
ture he ranks as the father of American po- 
etry, even though the children may have ex- 
ceeded the virtues of the parent. ‘In jour- 
nalism, if not a great editor, his integrity of 
purpose was unquestioned, as also his stead- 
fastness of principle and high standards in 
every department. As a man he will long be 
remembered for the purity of his life, his 
generous actions, and the esteem and respect 
in which he was held by all who knew him. 
Hawthorne’s impression of him, as recorded 
in his note-book, tersely expresses what 
those who met him commonly felt: 

A very pleasant man to associate with, but 
rather cold, I should imagine, if one should 
seek to touch bie beart with one's own. .. . 
Itake him to be one who cannot get closely 
home to his sorrow, nor feel it 60 sensibly as he 
giadly would: and, in consequence of that de- 
ficiency, the world lacks substance to him. It is 
partly the result, perbaps, of his not baving 
sufficiently cultivated his emotional nature. His 
poetry shows it; and dis personal intercourse 
though kindly, does not stir one’s blood in the 
least. 

As we have already said, Mr. Godwin’s 
share of the work has been well anf deli- 
cately done. He makes few comments upon 
the subject of his memoir, does not attempt 
definitly to assign his rank as a poet, and 
has been careful throughout to render his 
volumes worthy the man of whom they are 
written. Much new light, is thrown upon 
Mr. Bryant’s early life. The prior volume 
begins with an autobiographical chapter, 
written but a few years before the poet's 
death, which gives a graphie victure of his 
childhood in Cummington, Mass., and an 
admirable sketch of the father to whom he 
owed so much. He began to make verses at 
9; at 10 composed a poem describing the 
‘school he attended, which was printed in a 
local paper; and at 12 wrote some poetry on 
an eclipse of the sun, of which the follow- 
ing lines, given for the first time by Mr. God- 
win, are a part: 

How awfully sublime and grand to see 

The lamp of Vay wrapped in Ovscurity; 

To see the sun remove beniud the moon, 

And nightly darkness sbroud the day at noon; 
The. birds no longer feel his genial ray, 

But cease to sing and sit upon the spray, 

A sulemn gioom and stiliness spreads around, 
Keigns in the air and broods o’er all the ground. 
Once-smiling Nature wears another face: 

The blooming meadow loses balf its grace. 

All things are silent save the chilling breeze 
That in low whispers rusties through the trees. 
The stars break forth und stud the azure sky, 
And larger planets meet the wondering eye. 
Now busy man leaves off his toil towaze, 

And some are struck with borror and amaze; 
Others, of nobler feelings more refin’d, 
Serenely view it with a tranquil mind— 

See God's bright image strikingly portrayed 

In each appearance which His power had made. 

Some interesting details in regard to the 
composition of his poems are here recorded 
by his biographer. Of ‘Thanatopsis,” for 
instance, Mr. Godwin says: 

It was in the autum; the blue ef the summer- 
sky had faded into Fray, and the brown earth 
was heaped with sere and withered embiems of 
the departed glory of the year. As he trod 
upon the hollow-sounding ground, in the loneii- 
ness of the woods, and among the prostrate 
trunks of trees that for generations had been 
moidering into dust, be thought how the vast 
solitudes about him were filled withthe same 
sad tokensof decay. He asked himself, as the 
thought expanded in his mind, What, indeed, 
is the whole earth but a great sepuichre of once 
living things, and itsskies and stars but the wit- 
pesses and decorations of a tomb? All that 
ever trod its surface, even they who preceded 
the Kings and patriarchs of the ancient worid, 
the teeming populations of buried cities that 
tradition itself bas forgotten, are mingled with 
its soil; all who tread it now in the flush or 
beauty, hope, and joy will soon lie down with 
them; and all who are yet to tread it in ages 
still unknown, “matron and maid, and the 
sweet babe, and the gray-neaded man” will 
join the innumerable hosts that have gone the 
dusky way. While his mind was yet tossing 
with the thought, he fhurried nome and endeav- 
ored to paint it to the eye and render it in 
music to the ear. He began abruptly in the 
middle of a line: 

„Let a few days, and thee 
The all-bebolding suu shall see no more 
In all nis course; 
and, working through the various suggestions 
of his theme, be ended no less abruptiy: 
| * Thousands more 


Will share thy destiuy: the tittering world 


Dance to the grave. The busy brood ot care

His favorit phaotom; yet all these shall lea ve 
Their mirth and their employments, and shall

And make their bed with thee.” 

The pecuniary profits of Mr. Bryant’s first 
poetical volume were 314.92 in five years. In 
i825 he began his journalistic career on the 
New York Review, which did not flourish 
under his management, however, and in 1826 
began his service on Evening Post, of which 
in 1832 he was the responsible editor. Of his 
manner of writing Mr. Godwin says: 

Our hours were from 7 o'clock a. m. to about 4 
p. m.; and promptiy every morning Mr. Bryant 
was at his desk, working without intermission 
till the paper hed gone to press. He was then 
very impatient at interruption, even irascibie at 
times, but uniformly courteous toward his col- 
1eagues and the printers. His articies, always 
prepared in the office, were written, like Pope's 
* Homer.“ on the first scrap of paper that came 
to hand—the backs of old letters or the reverse 
side of former articles. Writ siowly and 
carefully, with many erasures and correcgons, 
but in a neat and graceful script, his prvofs re- 
quired very little rectitication. Often the fore- 
man of the printing room would stand over him, 
snipping off line by line as be wrote, in order te 
be in time for the “makeup.” Commonly he 

n his disquisition, whatever it might be, 

with an anecdote or story illustrative of the 
theme; which caused a witty opponent whom he 
bad castigated to say that the Evening Post al- 
ways opened with a stale joke and closed with a 
fresh lie. His ready memory of the poets and 
essayists helped him to apt quotations where- 
with to enliven or enforce his argument. He 
seldom surpaesed a balf-column of print in get- 
ting bis thought weill out, in which respect be 
‘differed from Mr. Leggett, who was fond of ex- 
patiating through entire columns. From Leg- 
gett, too, he diflered in other respects, seldom 
indulging in the discussion of general princi- 
pies, but taking up the particular aspects of 
each question and cultivating greater suavity 
of tone. Delicate irony or, ridicule was his 
favorit weapon; but, wuen served, 
he could be excessively sharp and stinging.

The Life of a Great Novolist. 

A Life of George Eliot—one of the Fa- 
mous- Women Series ”—by Mathilde Blind, is 
fuller and more finished than any preceding 
study of this great woman. The present 
biographer has obtained many new and in- 
teresting details trom George Eliot’s brother, 
Mr. Isaae Evans, and from her oldest intel- 
lectual companions, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Bray, and Miss Hennell of Coventry. Thein- 
troductory chapter is a consideration of the 
conclusion by which, in an essay written in 
1854, the greatest English novelist awards the 
palm of intellectual superiority to the 
women of France, as against the claims of 
the same sex in other countries. Few will 
dispute the writer's assertion that any de- 
cision as to the mental preéminence of either 
George Sand or George Eliot must always 
remain one of idiosyncrasy, In this biogra- 
phy, the early years, the home, the auties, and 
the influences which determined that mold 
whose outcome is character, are presented in 
clear and interesting form. ecan see and 
understand the strange, shy, and unhand- 
some girl, whose large brain and deep heart 
marked her, even in those youthful years, as 
one born to greatness and to sorrow. 

A pretty bit of word-palut gives usa 
view of the old two-story, red brick farm- 
house, with its wealth of clambering ivy, 
and the garden “where roses and cabbages 
jostle each other’’; as well as the quaint, 
staid little maiden, who, school-fellows tes- 
tify, was so grave that they could not im- 
agine her as ever having been a baby. ‘Then 
thereis a shadowy suggestion of a young 
lover, and “a kind of engagement.“ which 
the father refuses to sanction, and which is 
therefore broken off. We learn by wnat an 
apparent accident Marian Evans became the 
translator of Strauss' Leben Jesu“; as also 
the chain of circumstances and influences 
which brought about her association in the 
editorship of the Westminster Review, and 
consequent residence in London. A short 
and necessarily scanty study of George 
Henry Lewes prefaces the mention of his 
name with Marian Evans. In this connec- 
tiun the writer says: 

In thus defying public opinion, and forming a 
connection in opposition to the laws of society. 
George Eliot must have undergone some trials 
and sufferings pecuiiariy painful to one so 
shrinkingly sensitive as herself. . . In join- 
ing ber life with that of Mr. Lewes, the care of 
his three children devoived upon George Eliot, 
who benceforth showed them the undeviating 
love and tenderness of a mother. 

Of the important bearing upon her literary 
career made by this vital event the author 
writes: 

By bis enthusiastic belief in ber, he gave her 
the only sna wanted—a thorough belief 
in herself. indeed, be was never more than 
a husband: he was, as ani utimate friend once 
pithily remarked, a very mother to her. Tender- 
ly watching over ber delicate health, cheering 
the grave tenor of her thoughts by bis inex- 
haustible buoyancy, jealously shielding her 
from every adverse breath of criticism, Mr. 
Lewes in a manner created the spiritual atmos- 
phere in which George Eliot could best put 
forth all the flowers and fruits of her genius. 

The different works, prose and poetical, 
which make up a rare and Magnificent mon- 
ument to a woman's geniug are criticised at 
length, and with cousiderable acumen. ‘The 
last years of George g Ja e the death of 


Mr. Lewes, ‘and the rising marriage 
which so soon gave the public a new oppor- 
tunity for astonished a not altogether 
sympathetic comment, ad rapidly on 
to that last scene where the world 
lost one of its gre ones. There 
ends this admirable study of George Eliot. 
And so must each one leave her—this wom- 
an whose intellect measured hights that few 


may reach, and whose heart fathomed depths |

A Volume of Eesays by Mr. Froude. 

“Short Studies on Great Subjects,” by 
James Anthony Froude, isa work fully up 
to the usual standard of its emineht author. 
The first paper devotes ven chapters to 
the life and death of T as Becket. ‘The 
fierce times of Henry the’ Second; his firm 
and noble policy; the humble origin of the 
Archbishop; his selfishness, arroganee, and 
fearlesnes; the bitter fight between sovereign 
and prelate, each encouraged by the fitful 
favor 01 Pope Alexander the Third: Becket's 
unscrupulous triumph, and consequent mur- 
der—all these start out of the dusky past 
with the force and fascination of reality. 
The quiet, kindly, just King paces with 
thoughtful perplexity before us; while his 
passionate, crafty, determined, and yet ma- 
jestic subject sweeps the horizon in fearless 
audacity. We watch him with breathless 
interest, as he hurls apathemas with reckless 
daring, and we feel a sickening shudder when 
the unflinching bravery of the fanatic has 
faced his cowardly assasins in the dim 
cathedral, and the haughty head is calmly 
bent to the swords of his executioners. 

»The Oxford Counter-Reformation ”’ is the 
title of a series of letters on the great move- 
ment whose leaders were Keble. Pusey, and, 
chiefly, John Heury Newman. Of these men 
we have life-like portraits by one who knew 
them well. ‘Their aims and influence are 
stated, together with a logical and acute crit- 
icisin of both. 

* Origen and Celsus ” is, perhaps, the most 
strikingly interesting of any of the papers. 
From such quotations as Origen has = 
served to usin his answering argument, Mr. 
Froude has elaborated the provable original 
of Celsus’ work, unfortunately lost to the 
world in its entirety. This. great Epicurean 
was a contemporary of Marcus Aurelius, and 
the honored friend of Lucian, This paper is 
commended to such as deny to the disciples of 
Epicurus any loftier doctrine than the pur- 
suit of pleasure. So common is the ignor- 
ant and ‘mistaken estimate of this 
school of Pagan philosophy that even 
Mr. Froude considers the belief in a 
future state which Celsus reiterates, worthy 
of at least one verbatim quotation. ‘The sen- 
tence,. God forbid that they [Christians], or 
I, or any man should cease to believe that 
wicked men will be punished hereafter, and 
good men rewarded,” is, in a footnote, 
spoken of as a remarkable assertion—“ su re- 
markable that it must be given in Celsus’ 
own words,” which are accordingly present- 
ed in the original. 

The next paper, “A Cagliostro of the 
Second Century,” unveils the clever trickery 
of that adventurer who became the powertul 
prophet of the Emperor’s court, and the 
guide and ftather-in-law of the Imperial 
favorit, Rutillan. This Alexander of 
Abonotichus we are able to look at with the 
eyes of the cleverest man who was alive on 
this planet in the second century ’’—Lucian. 

“Chereys and the House of Russell“ is a 
paper of comparatively little interest to 
Americans, beyond such as attaches to the 
legends of a noble house and race. The last 
article isa weird fancy as to what might 
well happen at “A Siding at a Railway Sta- 
tion.“ The illustration is a quaint conceit, 
but the idea teems with the solemn _ possi- 
bilities of reality. No one need be told anew 
what are the characteristics of Mr. Froude’s 
genius. Happily the public knows them, 
which are always—as in the present case— 
marked by scholarship, and glow with the 
fervor of lofty eloquence.

A New Life of Cromwell. 

“Oliver Cromwell—The Man and His Mis- 
sion,” by J. Allanson Picton, is a bulky vol- 
ume compiled from authentic sources, and in 
many instances from Carlyle’s famous work. 
With reference to this latter history of Crom- 
well Mr. Picton saysin bis preface that the 
great Protector’s place in English history “ is 
too great and has too many aspects to be ex- 
haustively treated even by a master, especial- 
ly if the master have favorit doctrines of his 
own to set off by the lightofa great example. 
In such a case humbler students may do 
service by showing what other points of view 
are possible.“ From first to last, in battle or 
peace, as the stern statesinan or loving hus- 
band and tender father, Mr. Picton shows us 
the lineaments of a man, mistaken often, ar- 
rogaut, perhaps, as kingly natures are apt to 
be. but conscientious to the verge of fanati- 
cism, and imbued with a faith in Divine 
favor which was not far removed 
from fatalism. The hopeless, weakness, 
and consequent doom of Charles 
I. are only touched upon where necessary to 
a clearer comprehension of Cromwell’s 
motives and the influences which molded his 
decisions. The author can find nothing in 
the plans of his great subject consistent with 
the charge so often preferred against him 
of a selfish and determined policy of self- 
aggrandizement.

In a publication so extensive as the No- 
Name there must almost inevitably be 
found a casional weakness. That it is 
only occasional is, in a third series, praise of 
no mean order. Yet those who have known 
the best and strongest of these novels with 
Me badge of a four-leaved clover will un- 
doubt marvel at the contrast presented 
by its | issue, “A Daughter of the Philis- 
tines.” Legit be distinétly understood that 
there is nothing more evil in the story 
than the absence of all distinctive merit.

SANFORD, Fla., April 7.— [Special Corre- 
Spondence,}|—The President had a glowing 
reception from the weather as well as from 
the people of Florida, for with his entry into 
the State last night caine a warm wave that 
has kept the thermometer almost continu- 
ously today at 90 degrees in the shade and at 
broiling heat in the sun. Dispatches along 
the line as far as Jacksonville kept pace with 
the salient features and incidents of the trip, 
but now, in the heart of the flowery State, 
with everything beautiful and lovely except 
telegraphic service, there is virtual prohibi- 
tion upon prompt delivery of accounts of the 
President’s movements further than may be 
indicated by bulletin dispatches. ‘The Presi- 
dent’s wish that he might reach Florida as 
quietly as the casual tourist was respected 
much more generally than could have been 
anticipated. 

Virginia’s bleak skies and barren landscape 
were not less chilling than the inattentive- 
ness of the people to the Executive party. 
That was plausibly explained at Richmond, 
where few had heard that the President had 
left Washington. But the President at that 
part of the journey took more interest in 
history than in landseape, and Secretary 
Chandler, entertaining, had full em- 
ployment for his descriptive powers and 
ample test for his memory of Virginia War 
scenes passed in review. The North Caro- 
lina ine was reached on Thursday before 
dusk, and Wilmington, near the-sout#lern 
part of the State, at II at night. It was bere 
that the car-trucks were changed or adjusted to 
the broader gage south of this point, and bere 
that the President first left the interior of bis 
car to watch the preparations for the new gage 
and sniff the grateful odors which a strong 
river breeze was carrying from this centre of the 
turpentine industry. ! 

THE PRESIDENT AS A SENTINEL. 

The President's car bad been detached from 
the rest of the train and shifted on a side-track. 
It was not until the trucks of the regular cars 
had been changed that attention was turned to 
the special. When at last the locomotive headed 
down the side-track to remove the trucks of the 
special the headlight revealed the President on 
the observation platform in a chair at the right 
of the door, legs apart, bis right band halt hid- 
den in the pocket of his trousers, overcoat but- 
toned to his neck, and the white hat set square- 
ly, Napoleonic in his solitude. The beudligut 
giareu full upon him, and, as though not to be 
nbasned, be looked straigbt at the light. As the 
lines of dusky, sooted faces drew up in front of 
the car plutiorm. Aleck, the President's at- 
tendant, took u place at bis Chief's side, 
from which be did not move 80 long 
as the President remained out-doors, and 
the President did not quit the platform 
until the locomotive had backed off with tae 
trucks, leaving uim in darkness, and until the 
giaring beadlight, followed by weird running 
ngures, holding aloft turpentine torches and 
villing “ Yock-ho, Lock- ho had gone off to 
other duty. 

Tueu through more of scant growth, Virginia- 
like, then into the turpentine belt. the chim- 
bey outside-the-houge belt, the batchet-shaped, 
Slub-sided pig belt—the last two baving with 
singular unanimity been overlooked by scien- 
tists, although striking und profound character- 
istics of Southern lanascape—the beit of Georgia 
pines, with tufted tops. naked trunks reaching 
into the air from twenty to sixty feet, and the 
trees fur enough apart for ecausy wagon driving 
among thew and, then into the dusty live-oak 
region of Upper Florida, where sweet jasmine, 
und magnoeilu, and scariet beauties, and wild 
flowers, and tree blossoms in pink aud white 
mingle their sweetness. 

As the St. John's River boat was about to put 
off from Jacksouville, where the President's re- 
ception hud been most eathusiastic, there was a 
little speeenmaking, in which the President 
took occasion to indulge in graceful allusions to 
the State, whose future, he was sure, was as yet 
guite beyood cuncepauon. The crowd, in spien- 
did humor over having among them a live Presi- 
deut, expressed vociferous delight wita this flat- 
tering predicuon, and the President steamed of 
from Juacksunville with a burrah. 

MR. CUPPINGER’S TRIBULATIONS. 

The trip from Savannah to Jacksonville had 
bevy so dusty hut handorushes and soap were 
tisbed out by the whole party us soon as the boat 
was clear of the whurf, the common experieuce 
having becn not unlike wat of Cupptuger, the 
President's imported cook—the oue whose mind 
bad been ia a tumult at Richmond and Peters- 
burg Over the failure of the Executive mayonaise 
to come to hand—who said: “I haf put on 
tree tlunnel suits since Washington unt near 
Sbacksunfi!l. I uuf put another clean white sbirt 
on—vot you:tink? lu tree minutes I look like I 
ahust come down chimminey.”’ 5 

At Orange Park, a duzen miles up the St. 
John’s, and across the river from Mrs. Stowe's 
piace at Mandarin, a huge bonore ligated up the 
bank. Eighteen miles further along, at Magno- 
lia, where a New England man, Mr. Seavey, of 
Boston, keeps a pawgoda-like’ hotel that hus 
atiracted much Northern putronage this winter, 
a dispiay of viectric lights and tireworks made a 
pretty sight agulust a black background.

What Importers of Cattle Should Know. 
Tn Tripuns of March 31 mentioned the 
importation of a lot of Short-Horn cattle by 
Vanmeter & Combs, which were 
to Kentucky without having under- 
gone the quarantine which is required by the 
United States Treasury Department.

No 
means have been provided for securing evi- 
dence of violation of the law, and the whole 
matter rests really upon the honor and good 
nature of the consignor and the consignee of 
the cattle, Even in cases where pure-bred 
cattle are brought from scheduled districts 
the consignee can qaally escape the duty of 
providing a certificate, if he wishes to do so, 
by a little misrepresentation, which will after 
be halt truth. 

As it now 6 the law is worse than 
useless—it is absurd, for it pretends to give 
protection to the cattle interests of the State, 
while it is really easier to avoid complying 
with its requirements than it is to furnish 
the required evidence that the animals were 
inspected by a veterinarian. 


Meeting of the American Jersey Cattle 
Clab. 

April 17 the American Jersey Cattle 
Club will hold its annual meeting in New 
York. This promises to be the most Impor- 
tant meeting held since the formation of the 
club, so far at least as Western breeders are 
concerned. Questions of great importance 
will be brought up. ‘the Western and South- 
ern members of the club desire to secure, if 
it is possible to do so, a change in the law re- 
lating to balloting upon applicauons for 
membership, and to also secure such a@ 
change in the rules and regulations of the 
clubas will permit the registration of any anl- 
mal of this breed brought from the Island 
of Jersey, where all cattle are of necessity 
purely-bred Jerseys. It is objected to by 
American breeders that under existing regu- 
lations two or three men in the island can 
practically dictate to the American import- 
ers us to the kind of animals they can bring 
to this country. As the law of the club now 
stands any liye members can, by voting 
against the admission of applicants, override 
the wishes of the other 245 meinbers, and 
many, if they see fit to do so, absolutely pre- 
vent any further additions to the membDer- 
ship. 

64 very important question which 
will be brought up for adjustment is that em- 
bodied in the resolution requiring that here- 
after the evidence in all cases of fraud or at- 
tempted fraud in the registration ot Jersey 
cattle shall be promptly published by the 
clab. Thereisa feeling, particularly in the 
West, that the affairs of the club have been 
for years, and are now, under the manage- 
mentofaring of Eastern breeders, and that 
this ring should be deposed. The West and 
the South seek for representation in the 
Board of Directors, and will undoubiedly 
try hard to bBlect representative members 
from the South and the West as members of 
that board. 


Jersey Breeders in the South. 

April 7 a number of breeders met in 
Nashville, Tenn., to consider questions of 
importanee to their interests. ‘The resolu- 
tiovs adopted were in the main like those 
which were adopted at the meeting reported 
in Tus ‘Trirpune of March 15, Briefly, they 
demand that the existing rules regarding 
election to membership shall be so modified 
as to prevent the rejection of worthy candi- 
dates by a combination of a few discontented 
men. ‘They require that the rules of entry of 
cattle in the Herd Register shall be so 
changed as to permit the registration of all 
animals imported into America direct from 
the Island of Jersey, and their descendants, 
and none other. ‘This would absolutely pre- 
vent the registration of animals which might 
go from Jersey to Great Britain or to France, 
and thence come to America, 

They express the opinion that when the 
Directors shall be satistied that any fraud 
has been attempted in the entry or transfer 
of cattle they should report the tacts fully to 
the club; also their belief that the Secretary 
of the club should be appointed by the Di- 
rectory, that he should be furnished ample 
clerical foree, and that a prompt, accurate, 
and courteous transaction of the business of 
the office should be exacted. They believe 
that something should be done by tie club to 
meet the demand tor accurate and reliable 
butter tests; but that the purpose of the 
Herd-LBook is solely to preserve the records of 
pedigrees, and are unalterably opposed to 
the entry therein of butter tests or prizes, or 
anything. not relating exclusively to pedi- 
gree. In view of the large surplus fund now 
on hand they suggest that it is worth consid- 
ering whether it might not be best to re- 
establish the Jersey Bulletin, to be conduct- 
ed under the supervision of a committe to be 
elected by the club, that this committee be 
also in charge of butter tests, and that such 
tests as shall be conducted in pursuance of 
the plan which may be drafted by the com- 
mittee be published in the Bulletin as official 
tests.

was taken at private sale by F. W. Harvey, of 
Chicago, at $100, The prices obtained for these 
cattle cannot be considered a fair indication of 
the estimation in which the several breeds rep- 
resented are held by the public, for some of the 
animais were thin and their coats were rough. 
They were, in fact, in good condition for breed- 
ing, but not for show or for protitabie sale to 
American buyers. The best testimony to the 
real value of Mr. Whittield’s stock is found on 
his Rougemont farm, where the stables are well 
fiiled by thrifty calves. 


HUSBANDRY. 


The Ratllroads and Country Roads, 

Grpson City, III., April 10.— [Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—I have noticed the statement in your 
paper once or twice that the rallroad companies 
would furnish free transportation of stone for 
macadam roads, Oar two. roads, the Illinois 
Central and the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific, do 
not admit there bas been sueh an offer. The 
best they will do is to charge half rates. Please 
answer and oblige one of the township road 
commissioners, R. BOWKER. 

‘Tue Tripuner has said that the Wabash, 
St. Louis & Pacific Railroad Company has, 
for the purpose of encouraging the making 
of good country roads near its line, offered 
to move the material used for turnpikes at 
the net cost of the hauling. Its authority for 
this statement comes from Mr. J. M. Os- 
borne, by whose efforts this concession to 
the cause of substantial progress was ob- 
tained. The proposal was made to the farm- 
ers of Northwestern Ohio, and was in the 
following words: “The Wabash, St. Louis 
& Pacific Railway will move the material 
used for turnpikes, ued in this region, at 
the net cost of the service, and wait for 
any profits they are entitled to in the in- 
crease of business and general prosperity 
that is sure to inure in the future.’ 

That any railroad which runs through a 
rich alluvial region can well afford to do as 
proposed is-too evident to be denied. Mr. 
Osborne writes that the history and eifect of 
the Manamee and Western Reserve Turnpike 
is an illustration which no argument can 
equal, ‘That road has been in use forty years, 
and is now one of the bestin Ohio. The re- 
gion through which it passes has been 
changed froman almost impassable swamp 
to one of the most productive, and the farms, 
buildings,and other improvements on the line 
of the road, taken as a whole, are better than 
in any other portion ot Northwestern Ohio. 
Formerly days were required for passing 
over this route with atrain, where the same 
journey may be made in a less number of 
hours than of days in times past. 

‘The great cost of stone roads may at first 
seem to be an insuperable objeetion, but if 
this cost be assessed upon the property lying 
within two miles on each side of the road, 
the burden would be comparatively light, 
and in times as prosperous as the last six or 
eight years have been for farmers the 
entire cost might be paid in ten 
years without being felt ‘as a 
burden by any. For each mile of 
road there would be 2,560 acres of land. An 
assessment of 81 per acre would be enough 
in many parts of the West to pay the cost of 
completing good stone roads. If this tax 
could be spread over ten years the cost of 
the roads would never be felt. In fact, there 
would be absolutely no cost at the end of 
ten years, for the enhanced Value of the 
lands would more than equal the tax and any 
reasonable rate of interest for the period 
named. The increased capacity of teams 
and wagons, the decrease in wear of harses, 
harness, and wagons, and, above all, thé in- 
creased price which would be obtained for 
farm produce throngh moving it promptly 
when the markets favored the seller would 
really leave the farmer heavily indebted to 
the roadway before the ten years would have 
expired. The road would not owe the farm- 
ers a cent at the end of the ten years. 

There is little doubt that the more enter- 
prisimg of the railroad officials can be made 
to see that the making of good, hard, and du- 
rable highways along the lines of railroads 
will profit the latter exceedingly. Each 
macadamized road would be a reliable feed- 
er, especially valuable in seasons when long- 
continued rains make impassable the ordi- 
nary roads and lessen the flow of farm prod- 
ucts toward market.] 


Crops, Fruits, and Markets In the Sonth. 

New Or.LBANS, La., April 9.— [Editor of 
The Tribune.|—Since 1 last wrote the 
weather here has been quite cool, and con- 
siderable complaint is heard every day about 
the backwardness of crops, but, as a general 
thing, everything is quite favorable for an 
abundant harvest, There may yet be a flood, 
anu worms and insects miay come and de- 


/ stroy cotton and other crops; but, taken alto- 


gether, I think the prospects are fully as 
good as they were last year at this date. 

The orange trees are fairly loaded with 
bloom, peaches are as large as filberts. 
strawberries are fully ripe, and a good many 
are seen on the stands in the markets. But 
the price of strawberries here is fully as high 
asin your market at this time. Many are 
grown here, but, as the Northern and West- 
ern cities want a good many, the price of 
those sold here remains high. One 
can buy very fine berries here now 
for 20 cents per pint box, and the 


very best for 25 cents in the same-sized boxes. 
The markets are abundantly stocked with 
vegetables, and prices are very low. I have 
Seen in the markets new potatoes which were 
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grown around this city for two or three 
weeks past, and great quantities of bananas, 
pineapples, and various other kinds of tropl- 
cal fruit. There is a good deal of talk here 
about the proposed Cotton Exposition to be 
held in December, 1884. The newspapers are 
doing all they can to make it a success, but 
the parties who, it would seem, should take 
the greatest interest in this thing (the cotton 


dealers) appear to be quite indifferent about. 


it, and thus far no action has been taken in 
the matter by them as a body. Haifa million 
dollars are wanted to make a sure 
thing of it, but thus far but very 
litie money kas deen subscribed, 
and it is rather doubtful if this oy gets It. 
It looks as though Louisville will be the 
fortunate city to draw the prize. It would 
be a good thing for New Orleans ii the ex- 
position should be held here, but she has got 
to build a good deal of hotel room before she 
can take care of the crowds which would be 
here in attendance, and there are numerous 
other improvements which are absolutely 
neccesary in order to insure success to the 
thing. 

lt is very probable that if the exposition 
should be held here and suitable hotel ac- 
commodations are provided, there will be 
more people in attendance than have ever 
attended any exhibition in this country, e@x- 
cept the Centennial] at Philadelphia. There 
are now but two good hotels in this city, 
and neither of them would be styled first- 
class in any Northern or Western city con- 
taining 100,000 jnhabitants. New Orleans 
seeins to be tc most appropriate place for 
this affair, but I fear they will let it go else- 
where, through indifference and lack of in- 
terest in the matter. 

‘Trade at this point is fair except in cotton, 
which is rather dull, and the prices of this 
staple tend downward. Receipts und ship- 
ments of cotton are quite liberal. ‘There are 
now 240,025 bales in the presses against 207,- 
708 bales at the corresponding date of las 
year, Some of the best-informed dealers tel 
me that prices will go stilt lower. ‘The trade 
in Western-cured hog meats is very large, 
and until hot weather sets in the trade will 
continue to be good. Large quantities of 
butterine are held here and trade is rather 
dull, but good, sweet creamery and dairy 
butter is in request. 

One of the cold-storage companies received 
a car-load of fresh beef from Chicago a few 
days since, but ldo not think that sales were 
entirely satisfactory. This branch of trade 
is in its infaney now, but in time I think it 
will be of considerable importance. There 
has recently been a large cold-storage ware- 
house completed, it has two of the Pietet 
machines, driven by two pairs of fifty-horse 
power engines. The capacity of this house 
is very large. It will be a suecess after peo- 
ple learn the value of cold storage. B. K.

The catalog of fruits publishea by the so- 
ciety includes those of nearly all the States 
and ‘Territories, and is filled with a great 
amount of intormation as to the fruits 
adapted for culture in the respective loca- 
tions. Some of these are yet incomplete, and 
it is the object of the society, from year to 
year, to fill the blanks and bring its catalog 
nearer to perfection. ‘lo accomplish this ob- 
ject as fully as possible the Chairman of the 
General Fruit Committee, I'. Barry, Esg., 
Rochester, N. V., will send out the usual cir- 
culars of inquiry. 

Arrangements have been made with hotels 
and some of the railroads terminating in 
Philadelphia for a redpetion of fare.

localities. A local Committee of Reception 
has been appointed, to whom are confided 
all matters pertaining to the reception and 
accommodation of the members and dele 
gates of the sotiety.’

A number of witaesseg were examined as to 
the peaceableness of the prisoner’s disposition 
and the quarrelsome churacter of the deceased. 

At the afternoon session of the court wit- 
nesses for the defense testified to Fiaherty’s 
good character, Amopg them was Edwin Hill, 
a saloonkeeper, for whom Fiaberty worked at 
the time of spe shooting. He said he gave 
Fiaherty the r@voiver on the day of election, 
and had not seen it since. He gave Fiaherty a 
good character. 

The arguments will be made this morning, and 
the case will probably go to the jury carly in 
the afternoun, 


The Stock-Vards Hog Stealers. 

In the Rider and Sheridan hog-s tealing cases 
before Judge Barnum yesterday, Thomas 
Coogan testified that he sold hogs for the Sheri- 
dans and Rider. He sold forty-five for Rider in 
February, 1881. Harty opened the gate of the 
pen apa let them out.

The professional occupations are arranged 
under twenty-nine heads, and include 543 
musicians, 479 teachers, 418 clergymen, 264 
physicians, followed by small armies of 
scientists, editors, sculptors, photographers, 
and so on, and wiuding up with 8 reporters, 
2 public lecturers, and an inventor. The 
skilled occupations are 195 in number, the 
most striking figures bemz 11,900 carpenters, 
6,455 miners, 4,366 snoemakers, 4,279 masons, 
4,099 blacksmiths, 3,748 tailors, 4,825 inechan- 
ics not other wise described, 2,453 bakers, 2,424 
spinners, 1,615 weavers, etc., ete. The mis- 
cellaneous occupations include 209,605 labor- 
ers, 61,888 farmers, and 2,010 servants. It 
will thus be seen that all classes of skilled 
labor comprise less than 10 per cent of the 
total immigration, but at the same time itisa 
noteworthy fact that more than one-half of 
the immigrants have got an occupation of 
some kind, ay exceedingly large proportion 
when it is remembered that the other half, 
stated as without occupation, must include 
all the wives and children which accompany 
or have been. preceded by the heads of the 
respective families. 

WHAT ARE THEY WORTH ? 

The material or cash value to this country 
of each immigrant per head is a matter that 
has caused considerable speculation and dis- 
cussion among statisticians, their conclu- 
sions ranging all the way ffem $1,500 to about 
75 cents, While all of them seem to have 
overlooked another portion of the same 
subject—namely: the material or cash value 
to the country which has got rid of a num- 
ber of surplus mouths to feed, the benefit 
accruing by the thinning outof a part—gen- 
eraliy an undesired part—of its overcrowded 
vopulation. But these questions may be 
passed by for the present. That the wealth 
and prosperity of the country have been 
wonderfully increased by immigration there 
can be no question, but toopena debit and 
credit account for this increase and strikea 
dollar-and-cent balance is a matter of too 
much difficulty and too barren of definit re- 
sults for ordinary mortals to undertake. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


A reference to the census returns for the 
last sixty years is probably the strongest 
possible exemplificatien of the growth and 
magnitude of the immigration current. Itis 
but the repetition of a hackneyed truism to 
say that the progress of the United States 
for this period is withouta parallel in history. 
From 9,600,000 in 1820 to 50,000,000 in 1880 is a 
gigantic stride, but with an annual influx of 
over 750,000, and all the probabilities of an 
inereasing ratio far beyond that of any 
former period, who will dare to set a narrow 
limit to the possible population that will 
stretch from Atlantic to Pacific before the 
close of the century? It is unnecessary, 
however, to go outside Chicago for a forci- 
ble illustration of the results of immigration. 
A devastating fire will not check the tide. 
Latterly, indeed, the stream seems to 
have assumed torrentine proportions. 
The numerous railways converging from 
the East are daily loaded with an enormous 
living freight. Thousands and tens of thou- 
sands stop here to cast in their lot with the 
rapidly-aecumulating population of the West- 
ern metropolis, while hundreds of thousands 
pass on to join the pioneer armies whose 

arrisons are thickly dotted over the great 
Northwest. 

At the close of the year 1881 it was gener- 
ally believed that the maximum figures the 
highest crest of the wave, as it were—had 
been reached with a grand total of some 
720,000 for the calendar year, and it was com- 
monly prophesied that the following year 
would show adecline. At the close of 1882, 
when even greater figures were reached, the 
same gloomy forebodings were indulged in 
to a great extent.) ut with more apparent 
foundation. The leading emigration agents 
in Europe for the various Atlantic steamship 
lines predicted a large falling off for this 
season, and the emigrant-booking agents on 
this side believed that the prepaid passenger 
business, which of late years has gradually 
increased, had reached its hight in 1882. 


PREPAID BUSINESS. 

The prospecis for prepaid immigrant busi- 
ness in the East were generally acknowledged 
to be much less favorable than bere and in 
the Northwest, and there seemed to be some 
foundation for the idea that both the cash 
and prepaid business would show more or 
less of a decline asa whole. Ten years ago 
and even later, the prepaid tickets formed 
only one-fourth of the total immigrant tick- 
ets issued; since then, owing to gradually 
increasing prosperity, whereby the labor of 
the newly-arrived immigrant has been in 
good demand and well remunerated, 
especially in the Northwest, the ratio of 
paid passages has increased, reaching last 
‘ear almost 50 per cent of the whole num- 
— Latest inquiries in Chicago show that 
the present season promises to eyual, if not 
to surpass, the last in this branch of the 
business. As an illustration of the immense 
number of prepaid tickets issued here it may 
be mentioned that one Chicago agent's re- 
ceipts for prepaid passage tickets over a 
single German line average over 830,000 per 
month. No wonder the competing lines hang 
out the sign, * Bring your friends from the 
old country.“ Only $22,” etc., when one 
man’s business for one nationality over one 
line reaches such an extent as this. It is 
with Germans and Scandinavians, however, 
that the principal prepaid business is done, 
and this isto be accounted for by the fact 
that a much greater percentage of these 
comes directly to the Northwest, and appear 
to prosper correspondingly better than other 
nationalities, most of whom make the East 
their destination. 

THE PRICE OF TICKETS. 

In January last the North Atlantic Steam 
Traffic Conference, which included near- 
ly all tne leading steamship lines 
in the emigrant-carrying_ trade, reduced 
the emigrant rates from British to Ameri- 
ean ports from £6 6s to £4 2s, and reduced the 

repaid rate in America from $30 to 821. 
Emaller reductions which tended to equalize 
the rates in proportion to distance, which 
had not been the rule previously, were made 
from all continental shipping ports, and the 
German li ced their rates in a 2

less to stimulate the season’s immigration. 
Another fact to considered is. that 
at the close of last year the 
country was overshadowed by a temporary 
depression from which it has now com- 
pletely recovered, so that at present there is 
every probability of another exceeding! 
busy and prosperous season, which will call 
into active use all available capital in legiti- 
mate business and enterprise, this in turn 
creating a demand for labor, which is always 
the strongest stimulus to immigration. The 
various land-grant railway companies, es- 
pecially in the Northwest—all of which will 
probably be referred to in detail in future 
articles—have been indefatigable in their ef- 
forts to bring the advantages of their several 
sections to the notice of European immi- 
grants, most of them having a large staff of 
trustworthy agents in Europe to disseminate 
information about the new Northwest. 

THEY KNOW WHERE TIUEY ARE GOING. 

Then, again, the great number of immi- 
oy who have already made their homes 
n the Northwest, a majority of whom have 
spent the first year as laborers before becom- 
ing landowners. have been in close corre- 
spondence with their relatives and friends in 
the Old World. and through this corre- 
spondence the intending immigrantis kept 
well posted on the actual condition of things 
in America, has an assurance of employ- 
ment, and can fairly judge by the advantages 
offered that his future prospects here will be 
infinitly better than at home. This close 
correspondence certainly gives a great im- 
petus to immigration, and as an Ulustration 
of its extent and value it may be mentioned 
that the Chicago German Aid Society has 
practically given up paying any attention to 
the thousands of German agriculturists pass- 
ing through here on their way to the North- 
west, inasmuch as itis found now to be al- 
most the invariable rule that the immigrants 
have their plans arranged, their destina- 
tion fixed upon, and are well 
posted as to ‘where they are going 
and the way they will get there. No neces- 
sity for aid or advice here—they know more 
about the country than old inhabitants. 
Any one who visits the depots here and gets 
a glance ata pile of German or Scandinavian 
immigrants’ baggage must be struck with 
the addresses which have been painted there- 
on before the owners started on their jour- 
ney—generally a full descriptive address to 
some little town or village unknown and un- 
heard of here, perhaps — a few months 
old, perhaps in a section which the Chicago 
man vaguely supposed to be a primitive 
wilderness, but well kuown and much talked- 
of away in some little tumble-down village 
in Faderland, where the immigrant chose the 
new home and painted its location on his 
luggage in characters that he who ran might 
reud and the baggage-smasher, though a fool, 
could make no mistake about. 


 HANGMAN’S DAY, 


Robert Massey Hanged at Fort Smith 
for the Murder of a Comrade. 

Litt.Le Rock, Ark., April 13.—[Special.]— 
Robert Massey was executed at Fort Smith 
this morning for the murder of Edwin P. 
Clarke, in the Chickasaw Nation, Dec. 4, 1882. 
The hanging was private and was witnessed 
by thirty or forty. Massey met his fate 
calmly, and when the trap was sprung death 
speedily ensued. Both Massey and his vic- 
tim were well connected, their relatives liv- 
ing in Texas and Missouri. 

THE CRIME, 

In the month of November, 1881, Edwin P. 
Clarke started from Dakota to go to Texas, 
and on the way accidentally fell into the 
company of Robert Massey, who took up the 
idea that Clarke had money. He traveled 
along with Clarke, tramping day after day, 
and always trying to ascertain if he really 
had money. Thus they traveled many days, 
and Massey’s mind fixed on getting the 
money he suspected was in Clarke’s posses- 
sion. Up to this time he did not know that 
Clarke had any, for the Matter was wary in 
his talk on that subject, yet if an unguarded 
moment he let his companion know that he 
had money, but the amount he kept care- 
fully concealed. ‘This was what Massey so 
earnestly wanted to know, and his mind went 
actively to work to devise a scheme to get 
this much-coveted money. On the evening 
of Dec. 3, 1881, they went into camp near 
Clayton’s Ranch. in the Chickasaw Nation, 
and in the night, while Clarke slept, Massey 
murdered him, robbed, him, and fied. For- 
tunately for justice, the two men had been 
seen in camp together, and when the dead 
body of one of them was found in the camp 
with the evidence of robberyin the way, 
suspicion rested on Massey, and pursuit was 
at once made, which resulted in a speedy 
arrest. He was confronted with the dead 
body of bis victim, and his terror 
was so great as to satisfy his cap- 
tors that they had arrested: 5 
murderer. He was taken to, Fort Smith, 
placed in jail, and during his confinement 
talked to his keepers about the murder, and 
in those conversations gave the details that 
2 the murder. He seemed to think 
1is mind would be more at rest if he could 
talk about his great crime, and often said he 
does not know why he followed Clarke for 
money, as he could have earned more at 
sinall wages in the same length of time than 
he got. He was tried, convicted, and on the 
3d of February last was seutenced to be 
hanged, 


James E. Robinson Executed at Car- 
rollton, Miss. 

JACKSON, Miss., April 13.—Carrollton ad- 

vices say that James E. Robinson was hanged 


there today for the murder of William V. 


Adair. The gallows was one mile from the 
court-house. There was a crowd in the town 
early in the morning trom the surrounding 
country. Robinson and Adair, the deceased, 
lived on Holly Grove Plantation, in the south- 
western portion of this county. Both men 
were in the habit of drinking whisky, often 
to absolute drunkenness, and during the 
sprees had quarreled frequently. On the day 
of the killing the hands liable to road duty 
were to meet to repair a bridge in their 
neighborhood. Robinson was early at the 
place, and as the hands came he made in- 
quiry for Adair, telling them that he would 
that day kill the d—d rascal. When Adair 
came some of the party notified him of 
what had been said, and that Robinson had 
shown them his pistol and would use it upon 
him. Robinson made several efforts to pro- 
voke Adair into a difficulty with him, but 
was always told by him that he wanted no 
trouble. He finally became so insulting that 
Adair notified him that they had to ügnt it 
out. Robinson was near a tree, and Adair, 
thinking that Robinson would shelter nim- 
selt behind the tree and shoot him, under- 
took to get a gun that a negro had brought. 
This trouble was quieted without further 
harm, and they agreed to drop it. The hands 
went to work, and for some time they sup- 
posed it was over. When noone was ex- 
pecting such a thing, Robinson walked up on 
the bridge and, approaching near Adair, who 
apparentiy was not anticipating any trouble, 
drew his pistol and shot Adair’s brains out. 
These are the facts as given on the trial. The 
case was appealed from the Circuit Court in 
December, 1881. and was affirmed by the Su- 
perior Court in January, 1883. The killing 
occurred about the Ist of May, 1881.

Free, four colored citizens of Andrew County, 
brought suit here today in the United States 
Circuit Court against Peter Christianson, of 
Suvannah, Andrew County, a tavernkeeper, ask- 
ing damages of $500 each. Complainants allege 
that Christianson refused them accommodations 
at his hotel November last. They wanted din- 
ner, and proffered payment in advance. The 
proprietor said they might eatin the kitchen or 
wasbbhouse, but refused to admit them to the 
dining-room; wherefore they bring suit, ciaim- 
ing their rights under the provisions of the 
Civil-Rigbts bill passed March 1, 1875. The case 
will be heard at the May term. 


WRETCHED STREETS IN ST. LOUIS, 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Aprii 13.— [Special. I— The rst 
case to test the validity of the ordinance under 
which several miles of granit pavement are be- 
ing laid here was today decided by the Circuit 
Court in favor of the city. The suit is an im- 
portant one. The city had no money availabie 
to reconstruct them and ordinances were passed 
authorizing cuntracts tu repave with wranit and 
assessing the cost as a special tax on the adjoin- 
ing property. The woe is being dove in a pretty 
expensive manner. x bills are big and the 
property-owners in many instances are disposed 
to tight them.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


Interesting Facts Concerning His 
Family History.

The First Lincoln Came to This Coun- 
try in 1637.

Notes Concerning Different Branches of the 
Family and its Members. 


The following interesting “ notes on Abra- 
ham Lincoln's aneestry” have been fur- 
nished Tue TRIBUNE for publication by Mr. 
Samuel Shackford, of Winnetka. They em- 
body the results of original investigation, 
and contain matter never before published: 

The lineage of Abraham Lineoin, President of 
the United States, is traced from Samuel Lin- 
— uative of Hingham, Nortolk County, Eu- 
glan 

The following extracts from a document on 
file in the Office of Holls at London show the 
date of his emigration and name of the snuip—as 
nearly as can be knowu—that brought him to 
America: 

* Francis Lawes, born in Norwich, Norfolk 
County, and their living weaver, aged —, and 
Liddea, his wife, aged 49 years, with one child, 
Mary, and two sauracts—Samuel Lincoen, aged 
18 years, and Aun Smith, aged 19 yeours—ar — 
sirous to pass to New Engtand to inhabit. 

These people went to New Eaogiand with 
William Andrews, of Ipswich, Mr. of the John 
and Dorothy, of Ipswich, and with William. his 
son, Mr, of the Rose of Yarmouth, April 8. 1637.” 

The Lewis family was first at Salem, and Sam- 
uel Lincoln, who doubtiess was au apprentice to 
the weaving business, ou attaining his majority 
joined his brother Thomas at Hingham, Mass, 
Thomas came over in 1633. 

The family nume of Samuel Lincoln's wife 
is not known. By his wife Martha de had 
ten children, whose descendants are very nu- 
merous, and many distinguished names are 
found among them. Through their first son 
Samuel, came the two Governors Lincoln of 
1 and Enoch Lincoln, Governor ot 

aine. 

Mordecai Lincoln, the fourth son of Samuel 
and Martha, born fin Hingham, Mass., June 17, 
1657, was a blavksmith, und worked at bis trade 
in the Town of Hull, whare be married Sarah, 
daughter of Abraham and Sarah Jones, and 
here we have the origin of the tamily name 
Abraham, which has ever since been so com- 
mon among their descendants. From Hull the 
family removed into the neighboring Town of 
Scituate, where about 1704 Mordecai engawed 
in establishing a furnace for the smeltin 
of iron ore, suid to have been the first work o 
the kind started in New England. 

The children of Mordecai and Sarah Jones 
Lincoin were: 

Mordecai, born April 24, 1686, 

Abraham, born Jun. 13, 1689, 

Isaac, born Oct. 21, 1691. 

Sarah, born July 29, 1604. 

Elizabetb. 

Jacob, by second wife. 

THE WILL OF MORDECAI LINCOLN, 


dated Scituate, March 3, 1727, is of a somewhat 
unusual character. The younger sons, Isa 
and Jacob—the latter a lad of 16—are appoiate 
executors, and to them is ueathed ali bis 
real-estate in Hingbam and Scituate, a sawmill, 
grist-mill, and interest in iron works. To hisson 
Mordecai he gives £110 in money, or lawful bills 
of credit. To bis son Abrabam be gives £60 in 
money, or lawful bills of credit, * besides what 
he hath had already.“ To the oldest son of 
Mordecai and the oldest son of Abraham he gives 
each £10 “ when they become of age.“ Provision 
is also made for sending three of his grandchil- 
dren to college should they desire a liberal edu- 
cation. 

It appears very evident from the nature of 
this will that the sous Mordecai and Abraham 
were not residing in their father’s neighborbood 
at the time of bis decease. Both of these sons 
were married previous to 1727, it seems, and had 
families of their own, but there is no record of 
their marriage or the birth of their children to 
be foundin the Massachusetts records, nor is 
there any trace of either person, or his de- 
scendants, to be found among the New Enowland 
records, since the date of their fatner’s will, 1727. 

That many of the early settlers of East New 
Jersey emigrated from New England isa well- 
authenticated fact. From the single town of 
Newbury there went a colony who settied in 
Middlesex County and establisbed a town which 
they named in honor of one of their number, 
the Rev. John Woodbridge, their oid Puritan 
pastor. It is evident that these people left New 
Eugland of their own free will, induced by tem- 

rul zrather than spiritual considerations. 

hey were not driven awuy by religious intoler- 
ance, and were, as the history of their town in- 
forms us, as uncharitabie in their theological 
views as men generally were in those days. Sub- 
sequentiy the brothers Mordec:i and Abraham 
Lincoln left their homes in Scituate to settie in 
Moumoutn County, which adjoins Middlesex, as 
recently-discovered papers in the New Jersey 
archives plainly indicate. 

The brother Mordecai married Hannah, 
daughter of Richard and Sarab Bowne Salter, of 
Freeboid, Monmouth County, N. J., previous to 
Sept. 14, 1714, the date of her uncle Capt. John 
Bowne’s will, in which Hannah Lincolu has a 
bequest of £250. Richard Salter was a leading 
lawyer of the Province, held the office of County 
Judge, member of the Provincthl Assembly, 
and other official positions. Capt. John Bowne 
was also a weaitby, intivential poem: the set- 
tlement of his estate involved a lawsuit, as ts 
shown by the records of the Monmouth County 
Court, commenced in 1716 by Ovadiah Bowne, 
the executor, against the other heirs, and Mor- 
decai Lincoln's name appears in the suit as one 
of the defendants. ‘Twice the plaintiif was non- 
suited. In 1710. the suit being renewed, 

Stands recorded against the Baume 
Mordecai Lincoln non est,” and 
again, in 1720, non est stands against 
Lincoin’s name, and the suit is withdrawn as 
against him at this term of the court. In con- 
nection with this suit, John Bowne, one of the 
heirs, wrote a letter to his uncle Obadiah 
Bowne, the executor, dated April 16, 1716, in 
which he refers to Mordecdi Lincoln, his brother- 


* in-law. 


There isa deed.on file in the Secretary of 
Ssate's office at Trenton, N. J., from Ricbard 
Salter tu Mordecai Lincoln, both of Frechold, 
Monmouth County, conveying 400 acres of land 
Sijuate ou the Machaponix River and Gravel 
Brook, Middiesex County, New Jersey, dated 
Feb. 20, 1720. 

Another deed of May 26, 1728. from Richard 
Salter conveys 100 acres at the same place to 
Mordecai Lincoln, who is then mentioned as of 
Chester County ia the Province of Pennsylvania. 

lt appears from the minutes of the court that 
Mordecai was not to be found in New Jerse? m 
the years 1719-'20, and it is probable that he was 
then in Penusylvavia making arraogements for 
bis removal there. That he had not alienated 
himself from New Jersey at that date by the re- 
moval of bis family is evident from the deed of 
1720 and the following circumstance: ‘There was 
unearthed in the old Durying-ground near Al- 
lentown in 1876 a tombstone inscribed to ** Dep- 
orab Lincoln, aged 3 years 4 months, May 15, 
1720.“ This was, of course, the child of Mordecai 
and Hannah Salter Lincoln, as no other family 
of Lincolns has ever lived in the neighborhood. 

It is through the brother Mordecai that Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s pedigree is traved from Sammel 
Lincoln, but it is essential, in identifying the 
two brothers as the missing sons of Mordecai 
and Sarah Jones Lincoln, of Scituate, that tue 
brother Abrabam’s history should also be con- 
nected with these notes: 

Abraham Lincoin, blacksmith, of Monmouth 
County, New Jersey. conveys to Thomas Will- 
iams, Feb. 20, 1737, 240 ares of land situated 
near Crosswick, county aforesaid, being the 
sume granted and contirmed unto him from 
Safety Boyden by deed bearing date Feb. Il, 
1722; and also, that tract of land containing 200 
acres, being the same COuyeyed to him frotu 
Abraham Vanhora by deed dated March 15, 1725. 
This deed also refers to land late- 
ly sold“ to James Boyden. The consideration for 
both lots, containing 440 acres, was £59, and 
furtbermore, every year thereafter, forever, 
upou the Feast of St. Michael the Archangel, 
the sum of one peuny. good and lawful money. 
The sale of this land was preparatory to his re- 
moval from New Jersey into Pennsylvania. His 
will is duted Springfield, Chester County, Pa., 
April 15, 1745, and was udmitted to probate on 
the 29th of the same mouth. The estate con- 
sisted of a plantation at Springfield and two 
houses in Philadelphia, which was divided among 
his children, Mordecai, Abraham. Isaac, Jacob, 
John, Sarab, and Kebecca. No wife is men- 
tioned. It will be observed that four of dis 
sons bore the same Old Testament names as the 
four sons of Mordecai and Sarah Lincoln, of 
Scituate. Many of his descendants have been 
members of the old Swedish Church of Phila- 
deiphia, and some of them are now living in 
that vicinity. 


THE WILL OF THE BROTHER MORDECAI, 
meee Feb. 22, 1735-6, reads substantially as fol- 
ows: 

“I, Mordecai * Lincon,’ of Amity, Philadeipbia 
County, Province of Peansylvania,. give aud be- 
queath to my sons Mordecai and Tuomus Lu- 
kon,’ all my land in Amity, witb this proviso: That 
if my present wife, Mary. should prove witb cbiid 
at my decease and bring forth a son, then | order 
that ye said land be divided into three equal 
= that Mordecai have the lower S. E. part, 
‘pomas the middie, and the posthumas ye up- 
per part. 

“I give to my daughters, Hannah and Mary, a 
piece of land at Macbapouix, already settled 
upon them by deed ef gift.

THOMAS LINCOLN, 


who was the President's father, married Nancy 
Hanks at or near Springfield, Washington 
County, Ky., Sept. 23, 1808. Their children were 
Saruh, who died witbout issue, Abraham, and 
Thomas. who died ininfancy. The family re- 
moved to Spencer County. Indiana, in 1816, 
where the mother died in 1818 and was buried 
in the woods near the site of the present Lin- 
cola City, and recently citizens of Indiana have 

laced a marble monument over her grave. Mr. 

lugoln married a second wife in 1819, Mrs. Sal- 
lie Bush-Johuson, of Elizabethtown, Ky. 

Tuomas Lincoln came of good stock, and 
might bave been with ordinary advantages a 
successful citizen. He was a religious mau, but 
very poor and illiterate; could not even write 
his own name, and earned a precarious 
livin by day’s labor and hunting. 
Thi Lincotns through whom we trace President 
Lincoln's descent] were for seven generations, 
with a single exception, pioneers in the settie- 
ment of new countries; Samuel was an carly 
settier in New Eugiand: Mordecai sei- 
tled in Pennsylvania thirty years previous to 
the formation of Berks County; John went into 
the wiids of Virginia; Abraham was one of the 
Urst permanent settiers of Kentucky when the 
country was mainly inhabited by suvages and 
wild ts; Thomas removed from Khutucky 
into sparsely settled portion of Indiana, 
and there remained until his son Abraham at- 
tuined the uge of early manhood, wuen the fam- 
ily came to Lilinois. 

As an Incident in the experience of the Lin- 
coins in Kentucky, the following. published in 
a newspaper of 18, is reproduced: 

“Married in Gardner, Ky., Mr. Timothy 
Dwight, ages 81, to Miss Arietta Lincoln, aged 
13. Bot have lost a leg; he is deaf as a beetle, 
and she as blind as a bat. 

To which family this poor child belonged, and 
the cause of her misfortune, is unknown. 

NOTES ON LINCOLN’S BRETHREN. 

The plantation of Mordecai Lincoin contained 
1,000 acres, situate in present County of Berks, 
near the Town of Exeter. The Boone and 
Hanks families were his uear neighbors, and the 
Todds were not far distant. George Boone 
Daniel Boone’s grandfather—laid out the Towa 
of Exeter in 1717. 

Mordecai Lincoin married his second wife, 
Mary, in Pennsylvania, and by her bad sons, 
Mordecai, Thomas, and Abraham, “the post- 
humos.“ She was a comparatively young wom- 
un iu 17335, and afterward married a second hus- 
band—Tallimin by name. Their eldest son, 
Mordecai, who inberited one-third of bis father’s 
Piantation, was taxed at Exeter soon after the 
organization of Berks County in 1752; he after- 
ward kept a store. and was connected with the 
commissary department of the army during the 
Re voluuonary War, and at the close of 
the’ war removed to Fayette County, West- 
ern Pennsylvania, where he died in 1812, at the 
age of 82, and was buried in the Friends’ bury- 
ing- ground near Uniontown. Mordecai Lincoin's 
idle, contuining bis family record, was ioaned 
to a schoolmaster; the scbool-house was burned 
before its return, and with it perished the book: 
but in an old account book of his, commenced 
in 17363 and running to 1784, the family record is 
partially restored, as fellows: Mordecai Lin- 
eoln (the father) born in 1730; Benjamin, born 
Oct. W. 1756; John, born March 28, 1758: Aun, 

orn Nov. 22, 1759: Hannah, born Dec. 31, 1731; 

ruh born Feb. 25, 1767. The sou Joann, when a 
young mun, wenttothe settlement in Virginia 
where his father’s half-brother, John Lincoln, 
the President's greatgrandfather, was living, 
and there lost his nose ina tight. Mordecai, his 
father, was obliged to go to the Virginia settie- 
ment after his son, and brought him back to 
Western Peunsyivania, where be placed him on 
the bume farm under the guardianship of his 
brother Benjamin, and these facts are known to 
be true by persons now living who knew the 
brothers Benjamin and John. 

Abraham, youngest son of Mordecai and Mary, 
was bern in 1736. He married Ann Boone. a 
cous of Daniel, the Kentucky pioneer. They 
had sons—James, who died iu 1800 atthe ad- 
vanced age of 94, and Thomas, who died in 1864. 
Abraham was Kepresentative from Berks 
County in 1782-'83-"84-"85, and in 1795 one of the 
Commissioners of the Germantown & Keading 
Turopike Koad Company. 

The following account of deaths and mar- 
riages is from the records of the Frieuds’ 
meeting at Exeter, Pa.: 

“8 mo., 27, 1761—Ann Lincoln, formery Boone, 
condones her marriage for marrying one not a 
member of the society. 

“Ann Lincola, retict of Abraham Lincoln, 
daughter of James Boone, departed tnis life on 
the teh day, 4th month, A. D. 1507, aged 69 years 
11 month##1 days 14 hours 10 minutes, and was 
buried at Exeter on the 6th day of the week. 

Abraham Lincoln (the above) died 1 mo. dist, 
1806, in bis roth year. 

„ig mo., 26th, 1748, Willlam Boone and Sarah 
Lincoln. Their marriage. Reported orderly 
accomplished. She was the daughter of Mor- 
deca!.”’ 

From the foregoing citations it appears evi- 
dent that both the Livcolu aud Boone families 
were of Quaker predilection. It is claimed, 
however, by descendants of George Boone that 
he was an Hpiscopalian, and affiliated with the 
Quakers through deference to his friend William 
Penn, but a more reasonable theory would be 
that this sectioh of country havin been settled 
mainly by Germans, the Lincolns end Booues 
being religious people attended the Quaker 
meeting because of its being the only piace in 
the neighburbood where worship was conducted 
in the English language., and that sume of them 
eventually joined coe society, but it is somewhat 
doubtful as to their baving been firmly avehored 
in the faith. The records of the society also 
show the following: In 1747 Israel Boone, son of 
‘Squire Boone, was disowned for marrying out of 
meeting, and in 1748 the futher, Squire Boone, 
was disowned for countenaucing the same. 

There are many descendants of the brothers 
Mordecai and Abrabam Lincoln now living in 
Pennsylvania. One of them, the Hon. Wayne Muc- 
Veagh, whose mother is a Lincoln. writes: It 
bas always been understood among the Penn- 
syivania Lincolns that their ancestors came 
originally from Eastern Massachusetts, and 
surely there is very strong circumstantial evi- 
dence in contirmation of this family tradition.”

Vanderbilt Opposed to a Reduction in 
Kast-Bound Freight Ratos. 

The proposed reduction in oast- bound freight 

rates is causing a good deal of feeling among 


is | the officials of the various eastern lines. The 


Grand Trunk. Baltimore & Ohio, and the Penn- 
sylvania are said to be in favor of au imme- 
diate reduction in rates of five cents per 100 
pounds, while the Vanderbilt lines are said to 
be strongly opposed to a reduction. The Van- 
derbiit officiais claim that there is no necessity 
for reducing the rutes yet. It would not stimu- 
late the through tratlic, but would seriously at- 
fect the business to interior points, as the rates 
are based upon the through ones. On the other 
hand, it is claimed that shipments have do- 
creased so largely that some of the roads 
will try to increase their business by cutting the 
rates, and this can only be prevented by an im- 
mediate general redaction. The principal rea- 
son why the Vanderbilt peopie are oppused toa 
reduction is said to be a desire on the part of 
Vanderbilt to force all tae business he can by 
the steamboat lines to Buffalo, where the New 
York Central will get the bulk of it. It he can 
prevail upon the other roads to maintain high 
rates his share on the business via the steam- 
buat lines will be correspondingly bigh. He caa 
therefore afford to let bis Western lines suffer a 
little, as his 2 Central will in more 
than they can bly lose. Mr. Vanderbilt 
muy succeed in preventing an immedate reduc- 
tion in tariff rates, but if does it is generaily 
believed that the rates will be ciandestinely cut 
and seirous complications be likely to arise.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was steady yesterday. 
The flow of currency continues in favor of the 
city, the country orders being light, and there is 
an active local demand for money at 6@7 per 
cent, the outside being the rate at most of the 
banks.

000, being $300,000 more than on the pre- 
vious day.

Foreign exchange was quiet and rather weak. 
Posted rates on sterling were quoted at 484 and 
486%, with actual at 483% and 486. English docu- 
mentary,  48144@482. French documentary 
quoted at 5234,@524%. and German’ do at 94% to 
95%. Bankers’ marks at 94% and 95%, and bank- 
ers’ francs at 52144 and 517%. 

Application was made here a few days ago for 
money with which to carry about 3,000,000 bu of 
corn, supposed to bein St. Louis. Either the 
parties making application for the loan must be 
poorly posted, or the magnificentsystem of bank 
clearings and exchanges reported by St. Louis 
must be largely based upon the imagination. 

Local bankers think that Judge Folger will 
give the order to issue distinctive gold certifi- 
cates tor this city. They say the delay will not 
cause them any inconvenience so long as cur- 
rency comes in from the country faster than it 
goes out. This is the case now. Eastern ex- 
change also is against Chicago, and the gold cer- 
tificates are sent to New York.

COMM ERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday, though nervous and unset- 
tled. There was a good deal of short filling, 


weather made the longs more willing to sell. 
More buying orders came in during the last hour 
than usual. 

Provisions were quiet and irreculariy higher. 
There was u decline of ze all round early in the 
day, tollowed by an advance, the latest prices 
being about 2%c below the top figures of the 
session. Pork closed 24%c higher than on Thurs- 
day afternoon, at $18.30 for June and $18.42 bid 
for July. Lard closed 5c higher, at $11.37% for 
May and $11.45 asked for July. Short ribs closed 5c 
higher, at $9.90 for May, and $10.17% for July. 
There was little change in the tone of foreign ad- 
vices or in the local bog market, and tew out- 
side orders on the floor. The leading feature in 
the market was an apparent effort to unload a 
lot of lard by an operator who could not do it, 
and then bid up the price when grain was found 
to be on the advance. A good deal oft May lard 
was, however, turned over into June, and the 
ditference widened after the operation had been 
completed. Pork was dull throughout, being 
really negiected much of the time; and me.ts 
were rather slow except in changes from one 
month to another. On the afternoon call lard 
was easier (wenk for June), and pork and meats 
were ua shade lower. 

Flour was in better demand by the Eastern 
trade, while there was aguin a moderate export 
inquiry, which took one round lot of 2,000 sacks, 
with perhaps some smaller quantities. The 
market was quoted firm. Bran and other coarse 
milistuffs were stronger, with a rather light 
supply. 

W heat was active and stronger. It advanced 4c 
early, then fell ot Ae. improved Ie, receded Ke, 
and closed Ike above the latest prices uf Tburs- 
day, at $1.06% for May and $1.08% for June. 
The British markets were quoted 6@9d per qr 
higher, and our receipts were very small, while 
there was plenty of news of poor crop prospects 
in Southern ILilinois, Indiana, and Missouri. There 
were a few buying orders at the outset to put 
up prices, and then the market sagged under 
the efforts of local scalpers. Then ensued a 
good demand by strong houses in the trade, and 
it was suid they had recommended their cus- 
tomers to buy on tinding that the market would 
not go down. This was accompanied by the 
filling of a good many small lines of shorts by 
local operators, and the West was bullish over 
the prospects for the erowmg crop. The light 
offerings of car-lots generally sold at ‘higher 
prices except No. 2 spring. On the sfternoon 
call the market weakened to $1.06 for May and 
$1.08 for Jane, and May sold down to $1.06 0n 
the curbstone in the irregular gathering which 
is outside the pale of the board. The weakness 
was due to the telegraphic rumor that a num- 
ber of failures are expected in England on ac- 
count of the recent decline in wheat there, 
owing to better weather. 

Corn was moderately active and strong. It ad- 
vanced Ilge, and closed 1@1\4c above the 
latest prices of Thursday, at 550 asked for May 
and 56\4c bid for June. Liverpool was reported 
strong at an advance of ud per cental, and our 
receipts showed a stili further decrease, being 
only 122 car-loads, with a small lot by canal. 
The market fell off %c early in the day, as a 
prominent operator turned seller after having 
bulled the price by small purchases. But it re- 
acted when the small receipts wege reported, 
and then ruled strong, though there was not an 
urgent demand. The buying of i § fut- 
ures was mostly to fill up small shorts; 
and New York houses were free seilers 
till mte in the session, when some of 
them turned in as buyers. The strength being 
on the smaller supplies, present and prospect- 
ive, which gave a good demand for shipment. 
causing an advance of about %c on the lower 
grades with scarcely enough to go round. On 
the afternoon call the market was weak, May 
declined Me, closing at 54%{c. Afterwards, on 
tbe curbstone, it declined to 54%c, and was sub- 
sequently quoted on the Open Board at d4c, The 
decline was in sympethy with wheat. 

Oats were easier at the opening, selling about 
yc off from the close of Thursday. The subse- 
quent advance in corn caused an upward turn 
in the smaller grain, and prices at one time 
reached le above the opening, continuing steady 
with fair trading, and closing %c above the 
Mxbest figures of the day. No.2 spot (the first 
canalboat load arriving this season, about 7,000 
bu) sold at AIK early, and regular and seller the 
month sold at ACA c, closing at the outside. 
Nothing was done in year delivery. Samples 
were in good demand and higher. 

tye was quiet and steady, with No. 2 spot at 
57 he and rejected at 48%ec. Seller May sold at 
50%, June was quotable at 604%c, and July at 620. 
No. 2 on track sold at 38c. 

Barley was entirely nominal so far as store- 
lots were concerned, No. 2 red being quotable at 
about 50c. Samples were steady and tirm. 

The dry-goods market continues to display 
fair activity, and there is also a satisfactory 
movement in clothing, millinery, and boots 
and shoes. The demand for groceries continues 
to improve, and the general market is working 
firmer. A better demand for dried fruits, 
canned goods, and fish is also noted. Dairy 
products remain dull and heavy. Butter has 
declined fully 2c during the week. There wasa 
fair demand for paints and oils at steady prices. 
Coal was inactive. 

A fair trade is reported in broom-corn at quo- 
tations. Eggs were easy, selling at 15@15%c per 
doz. There wasan active demand for green 
fruits, with a good supply in most departments, 
prices generally holding steady. Dullness eon- 
tinues to characterize the hide trade, sales being 
light at quotations, Grease and tallow quiet 
and steady. Potatoes in good supply and steady. 
Game not so plenty, andan advance generally 
asked. Timothy seed was in active demand and 
50 higher, selling at $1.70 for prime. There was 
also an increased demand for clover seed at 
88. 604.00 for prime to choice new seed and $8.30 
@8.40 for old. Flaxseed was up le. selling at 
$1.46 on track, Hay strong for the better grades, 
timothy selling 50c bigher. 

The first arrivals of grain for this season by 
the lilinois & Michigan Canal camo in vester- 
day. They consisted of a boat-load of oats and 
part of a boat-load of corn.

WHEAT PROSPECTS. 

Crop prospects received by members of the 
Board of Trade yesterday from the more south- 
ern wheat sections indicate that the prospect 
tor wheat has iinproved in the last fortnight. 
An Indianapolis telegram says furmers who a 
few weeks ago reported a bad outlook now 
think there will be a fair average crop. A Wich- 
ita, Kas., writer estimutes the wheat yield ut 25 
O bu to the ucre, against 24@26 bu last season, 
and says the wheat is “all right.” He writes 
that none bas been plowed in; also that 25 per 
centof the old crop is still on hand. A corre- 
spondent from Jacob, III., says be drove eighteen 
miles in the country, and found 22 fleids extra 
good, the ground almost covered; 748 fields with 
a very tair, even stand and good healthy coior: 
11 fields very thin, and plaut smail; 3 flelds and 
parts of two others plowed up. The 
conclusion is that Madison County promises 
an average crop, though the wheat begins to 
need rain. The ground is cracked, especially 
where the plant is thin and small, and in places 
the roots are exposed. A letter from Clinton,

Per contra: A mass of correspondence from 
numerous pointein the souto bulf of Illinois 
testifies to a prospect of not more than one-tbird 
of a crop, the outlook being worse than at this 
time in ls8ir and says that but little old wheat 
remains in farmers’ hands. The house massing 
these reports thinks the prospect is good fora 
200% advunce in prices when the visible supply 
bas been reduced about one-third, which it soon 
must be on present small receipts from the 
country. 

ante from twenty-nine counties in Ohio 

idiana areto the effect that the present 
prospect for wheat is good in sixteen counties: 
that in the last two weeks the appearance of tne 
crop bas improved a good deai in twenty-five 
counties; and that as compared with a year ago 
the crop is looking as well or better in fifteen 
counties.

The High-Pressure Water Ordinance 
Shelved—Ald. Lawter Wants More 
Street-Car Accommodations. 

An adjourned meeting of the City Council 
was held last evening, all the members being 
present except Ald. Dixom Phelps, Burke, 
Dean. Hirsch, and Meyer. Ald. Shorey, in 
the absence of the Mayor. was called to the 
chair. 1 

A communication was read from the Chi- 
eago Gas-Light & Coke Company offering to 
supply the city with gas for the coming year 
at the same rates now paid—$1.65 per 1,000 
feet. It was placed on file. 

The question of paying $2,000each to E. W. 
Murphy, Louis L. Ernst, and Michael Shee- 
han, firemen, who received injuries Sept. 16, 
1882, while going to a fire by being thrown 
from a hose-cart on account of a quantity of 
stone-tlagging piled in the street, came up, was 
discussed at some length and referred to the 
Judiciary and Finance Committees. The at- 
torneys representing the claims are to get 10 
per cent. 

THREE COMMISSIONERS OF PUBLIC WORKS. 
The report of the Judiciary Committee in 

reference to the Department of Public 

Works next came up. The majority report 

favored the appointment of three Commis 

sioners, one for each division of the city, and 
the minority favored the continuance of the 
departinent as now organized.

Ald. Lawler—I do not want to, for 1 can 
transact all the business I have with them 
right here. 

Aid. White—Oh, they'll continue to fur- 
nish you tickets as-usual. [Laughter.] 

Ald. Hildreth—What does the gentieman 
teed on at Springtield to make him so sharp? 

Ald. White—Not on wind! It costs me $3 
a day for my board at a first-class hotel. 

Alter sowe further parieying both reports 
were recommitted, and an adjournment was 
had until Monday evening.

King Menry’s Search for a Perfect 
Bride. 

The politic marriage of the victor of Bos- 
worth with Elizabeth of York was as un- 
felicitous as most politic marriages, and 
when death dissolved it there was little grief 
in the survivor’s heart. After three years’ 
widowhvod Henry had a mind to marry 
again, and was recommended by Isabella of 
Spain to seek the hand of the young Queen 
of Naples. He asked her to send him a por- 
trait of the lady, as, if she were not hand- 
some, he would not have her for all the 
treasures of the world—the English people 
“thought so much ef good looks.“ No por- 
trait coming from Spain, Henry dispatched 
James Braybrooke, John Still, and Francis 
Marsyn to Valencia, ostensibly to deliver 
Princess Katharine’s greetings. to her dear 
kinswoman,. but really to learn if the Queen 
of Naples were fitted to share his throne. 

Never, surely, did three gentlemen accept 
a more thankless commission than that un- 
dertaken by the bearers of Henry’s most cu- 
rious and exquisit instructions, as Bacon 
terms them. These instructions required 
the envoys to note and set down the young 
widow’s age, the color of her hair, the hue 
of her camplexion, the quality of her skin; 
whether her face was fat or lean, round or 
sharp, painted or unpainted; her coun- 
tenance cheerful or melancholy, steadfast or 
“blushing in communication”; the hight 
and breadth of her forehead, the shape of 
her nose, the peculiarities of her eyebrows, 
eyes, teeth, and lips were to be precisely 
noted, with an express injunction to speak to 
her fasting, and so find out whether her breath 
was sweet or not, or savored with spices, rose- 
water, or musk. They were enjoined to. 
mark weil her Highness’ neck and bosom: 
the size and shape of her arms, hands, and 
fingers, and ascertain her exact hight. Lest 
they might be deceived into giving her more 
inches than belonged to her. they were di- 
rected to obtain a pair of the royal slippers 
and take careful measurement thereof. 
Henry’s inquisitiveness did not end here. He 
insisted upon knowing if his possible con- 
sort was free from all bodily blemish, un- 
plagued by hereditary ailments, was some- 
times ill and sometimes well, or enjoyed eon- 
stant health; whether she ate or drank im- 
moderately; and, generally, how she stood 
with her uncle, the Kine of Aragon; what 
land or livelihood she had, or would have in 
Nuples or elsewhere; and whether such was 
hers for lite only,. or went to her heirs for- 
ever. 

Later on, when the young Princess’ charms 
were found to meet the requirements of the 
King, and the chance was given her to be- 
come Queen of England, she declined the 
honor, an example followed by the Arch- 
duchess of Savoy.

. duct of a Massachusetts Girl. 
Boston letter: “If you’re in search of ro- 
mance go to real life for it,” said a promi- 
nent lawyer to a correspondent who had 
called upon him at his office. “The realm 
of ual fact is richer in material for fiction 
than the deepest recesses of the most fertile 


jimagivawon. In a lawyer’s office one soon 
finds that out. Clients one after the other 
pour their stories into the ears of their coun- 
sel until his mind becomes a treasury of 
personal experiences strange and numerous 
enough to equip a dozen novelists for life. 
One in particular comes to my mind just 
now, of which I will briefly tell you. In 
1877 a woman came to see me, and told me 
the following remarkable tale: 

“In 1861, when Lwas still in school, and 
but 16 yearsof age, I was living with my 
parents in a Massachusetts town. Boarding 
with them was a young man with whom 1 
associated considerably. One day we were 
sleigh- riding in a neighboring town together, 
when he made me a proposition of marriage, 
and urged its immediate acceptance and exe- 
cution.

After 
a few weeks 1 mustered courage enough to 
sound my mother for the purpose of ascer- 
taining how she would receive the news of 
our marriage, should we revealit. Sostrong 
a dislike did she express regarding my hus- 
band when I hinted at the possibility of his 
becoming such that my courage vanished, 
and | gave up all thought of renewing the 
subject. But the necessity of promptly tak- 
ing some decisive step was soon made appar- 
ent to me. At this juncture my husband, 
saying thathe had acéamplished his inten- 
tions and satisfied his designs, basely and 
heartlesly deserted me and enlisted in the 
army. What was 1 to do? After much 
thought I decided that 1 must get leave of 
absence from home ou some pretext or other. 
So L asked permission of my parents, when 
summer arrived, to spend my vacation at the 
home ot a schoolmate in a Vermont town. 
‘They consented, and | went to a town of 
moderate size in Vermont, where I was ut- 
terly unacquainted, and had no schoolmate 
whatever. Arriving at the station I asked to 
be driven to the best doctors, and in his 
office 1 told him of my sad situation and 
asked him to tind mea quiet place in which 
to board.

English paper: The best sketch of her 
when she was in all the bloom of beauty, in 
1791, is given by the vivacious Fanny Bur- 
ney, whose admirable and lively and most 
dramatic scenes and portraits are scarcely 
appreciated as they deserve to be. She was 
paying a visit to Lady Spencer, then living in 
Bath during the season. 

“ Presentiy followed two ladies. Lady 
Spencer, with a look and manner warmly an- 
nouncing pleasure in what she was doing, 
then introduced me to the first of them, say- 
ing Duchess of Devonshire, Miss Burney.’ 
She made me a very civil compliment upon 
hoping my health was recovering: and Lady 
Spencer then, slightly, and as if unavoida- 
bly, said, Lady Elizabeth Forster.’ 

“I did not find so much beauty in her as I 
expected, notwithstanding the variations of 
accounts; but I found far more of manner, 
politeness, and gentle quiet. She seems by 
nature to possess the highest animal spirits, 
but she appeared to me not happy.

It 
is Also said that this great man cannot mar- 
ry. Rumor says the Duke is only suffered 
by the rightful heir to enjoy the title and es- 
tates for his@ifetime, in order not to disgrace 
the family by a disclosure of the truth. But 
possibly the whole of these suppositions are 
false, and perhaps the Duke has never mar- 
ried because he would not be espoused for 
the sake of his great name and fortune. This 
romance ip real lite was once dramatized 
under thatitle of The False Friends,’ and 
that by a friend of the Cavendish family; yet, 
strange to say, the authoress of the play did 
not incur their displeasure.” 


Marriage Customs in Terra del Fuego. 


made by Lieut. Bove, of the English navy, 
iu Terra del Fuego are those on the Jagan 
tribe, which counts about 3.000 individuals, 
who inhabit a portion of the southwest of 
the country. 

We give the account in Lieut. Bove's 
words: 

“The Jagans impress one as a poor race. 

In general, the men are scarcely more than 
of medium stature, while the women rarely 
reach it. The faces of this race are round, 
large, and flat, with high cheek bones, low 
foreheads, large flat noses, very black and 
restless eyes, wide apart, large tumid lips, 
and strong jaws furnished with beautiful 
teeth. The head and chest are dispropor- 
tionately large compared to the extreme 
slenderness of arms and legs, and itis a mar- 
vel how the latter can support the well-de- 
veloped trunk and heavy head. 

In spite of the strange formation, both 
menand women have uncommon strength, 
and I have seen them carry weights that 
would have taxed the robustest of our 
sailors. No less surprising to the smallness 
of their hands and feet, which, if a beauty, is 
very disadvantageous to the men, who can 
‘carry only one ortwo objects in their hands 
at the same time. They have rough, lustre- 
black hair, which they wear long, and fall- 
ing over the face and shoulders. Some bind 
it with a leather strap, but most let it grow 
‘to such an extent that they look more like 
furies than human beings. 

Though a Fuegian may marry as many 
wives as he pleases, he seldom takes more 
than four; and even with that small number 
it is difficult to preserve domestic peace. The 
wigwam is the scene of daily battles, and 
sometimes the preféiest of the wives pays 
with her life for the preference of her hus- 
band. Sometimes, however, the wives all 
unite against their common husband. The 
girls begin to hunt for husbands at 10 or 12 
years of age, but they only become mothers 
at the age of 17 or 18, 

The men marry at 14 or 16 years of age. 
The marriages are dictated by convenience, 
and are a matter of sale and purchase rather 
than of love or reciprocal sympathy. ‘Ihe 
father choses from among the suitors for his 
daughter the one who ts strongest, most dex- 
terous, and docile to his wishes, and fixes the 
number of furs to be given, and days that his 
son-in-law must work for him. A canboe. 
spears, and harpoon are to be the property of 
the bride. 

When all is settled the bride is informed, 
and, whatever may be her sentiments, she 
takes good care to Show no resistance to her 
father, and is taken away to her husband’s 
wigwam. But generally the father’s choice, 
is also the daughter’s choice, for 
nowhere do strength and dexterity make 
a greater impression than upon the Fuegian 
girls, who fly froma crooked or deformed 
man as from a pariah. 

There is no feast. or wedding ceremony. 
The bride simply goes to her husband’s wig- 
Wam, or he establishes himself in that of her 
father. But some rules have to be observed. 
It the husband wishes to continue to eat the 
flesh of the guanaco or seal he must take a 
purifying bath in the sea the morning after 
his wedding. Such a bath, especially in the 
depth of winter, is no doubt often the cause 
of many of the maladies to which the young 
Fuegians are subject. The Fuegian women 
are very prolific. Seven or eight is the av- 
erage number of children, but ofter a still 
young woman will have ten or twelve. 

The children, however, seldom all survive 
their parents, for the mortality between 2 to 
10 years of age is extraordinary. ‘The va- 
riable and rigid climate, the want of nourish- 
ment, the terrible heats, and bad treatment 
by the parents are the chief causes of the 
death of these miserable infants yet un- 
armed against the frightful struggle for ex- 
istence. And another evil introduced by 
civilization has come to add to those that so 
ravage these unhappy natives. 

The smaliness of the new-born children is 
such that childbirth isextremely easy. When 
the great moment arrives the future mother 
leaves her wigwam, accompanied by a few 
female friends, and seeks a secure retreat in 
the woods. The very next day the young 
mother is often seen fishing in acanoe or 
gathering shellfish along the coast. The 
mother’s love lasts, it may be said, until the 
babe is weaned, after which affection rapidly 
diminishes as the child grows, and is com- 
pletely gone when the latter attains the age 
of 7 or S years. At this age the parents have 
no more authority over the boys, who go out 
and come in as they like, and are never asked 
what they are doing. 

The only lasting love in the heart of a 
Fuegian is the love of self. How often have 
I seen a father devouring a piece of meat or 
bread while his famishing wives and children 
silently watched him with their hungry eyes, 
timidly picking up the crumbs that fell from 
his mouth, and darting ravenously upon the 
remnants thrown to them by the ferocious 
head of the family. As there are no family 
ties, the word “ authority” is void of mean- 
ing among the Fuegians. Every family en- 
joys the utmost independence, and only the 
need of common defense induces a few fain- 
ilies to form a small tribe.
